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ALFRED ALBRECHT KAFER, JR. 


In the Capital City of Raleigh, North Carolina on April 19, 
1967, at the 180th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, Alfred 
Albrecht Kafer, Jr., in an impressive public ceremony, was installed 
as the 114th Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. Year 
after year he had served faithfully in the various places and stations 
on his way up the Grand Lodge ladder, having been appointed to 
the Grand Lodge line several years before by Grand Master Harvey 
Ward Smith. 


The new Grand Master is a native of that delightful area in 
southeastern North Carolina where the Neuse and Trent Rivers unite 
to create one of the most beautiful spots in the State. This celebrated 
area, known as New Bern, has for almost 200 years been a center 
of Masonic activity, and our Grand Master was privileged to grow 
up in such a conducive atmosphere as this. He was born on September 
2, 1906, the son of Sadie Kinsey and Alfred A. Kafer. He received 
his elementary and high school education in New Bern, graduating 
from New Bern High School in 1924. During his high school career, 
he was an outstanding participant in sports, particularly in football. 


Our Grand Master’s forebears had been for many years 
successful operators of a bakery, and thus the subject of our sketch 
decided to continue the family tradition. In order that he might be 
better qualified to handle this type of operation, he attended the 
Fleishmann Baking School. He returned to New Bern and continued 
the operation of Kafer’s Bakery from 1927 until August, 1949. 


On August 30, 1931, he married Miss Margaret Marea Penny in 
Kenansville, North Carolina. This union has been blessed with two de- 
lightful daughters, one of whom, Marea, married Lt. Col. Robert 
A. Foster and now lives in Torrence, California, where her husband 
continues a successful military career. This delightful couple has 
been responsible for making our Grand Master the very proud 
grandfather of two very fine grandchildren. The other daughter, Jo 
Kinsey, has been a successful school teacher in New York State and 
now for two years has been the director of a United States Service 
Club in Baumholder, Germany. 


Brother Kafer has lived a very versatile life, because his activities 
embrace many areas of public concern. For example, he has been a 
very active and enthusiastic member of the Atlantic Fire Department 
of New Bern since June, 1927. This is a volunteer fire department, 
and our Grand Master has an excellent record of prompt and con- 
tinued attendance at fires. Because of his interest in this department, 
he was twice elected to serve as Chief, the first time in 1932 and the 
second in 1944, He has been Treasurer of this fire department for 
more than 28 years. 


He has been a lifelong member of Christ Episcopal Church in 
New Bern and is very faithful in his attendance upon the functions 
of this interesting, historical church. 


The Grand Master has likewise manifested an interest in the 
political life of New Bern and Craven County. He was Alderman of 
the City of New Bern from 1945 to 1957, and for many years now 
has been Chairman of the Craven County Board of Elections. 


Brother Kafer likewise continued his interest in athletics, and 
for many years was in great demand as a referee for football games. 
He also served as coach of football at the New Bern High School in 
1942, 1944, and also in 1945, and was coach of the baseball team 
during one of those years. He also maintains an active interest in 
youth work throughout the community, and is especially fond of the 
Boy Scouts. He has served as Merit Badge examiner for the Boy 
Scouts since 1943, and in this capacity has enjoyed innumerable 
contacts with the boys as they sought to become proficient in Scout- 
ing. 

His Masonic career began on July 10, 1935, when he was raised 
to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason in St. John's Lodge No. 3, 
one of the oldest and most distinguished lodges in North Carolina. 
He became active immediately, and on December 27, 1935, he was 
appointed as Senior Deacon, rising continuously through the chairs 
until he became Master in 1939. He was not content with sitting 
on the sidelines of his lodge, however, after his term as Master, 
because in 1941 he was elected as Secretary of his lodge, and he has 
enjoyed a distinguished career in this position, serving continuously 
until 1966 when he felt that his duties and responsibilities as 
Deputy Grand Master and susequently as Grand Master would 
require that he relinquish this responsibility in which he had served 
faithfully for so long. 


He became a member of the Scottish Rite in the Fall Reunion of 
1936, and he immediately found many challenging activities to occupy 
his interests and time. His faithful service to the Scottish Rite was 
recognized in 1943 when he was invested with the Rank and Decora- 
tion of Knight Commander of the Court of Honour. He thereafter 
maintained an even greater interest in Masonry, and in 1951 he was 
Coronetted with the Rank and Decoration of the Thirty-Third Degree, 
or Sovereign Grand Inspector General Honorary. In his Scottish Rite 
activities he served as Assistant Stage Director from 1937 to 1945, and 
then became Director in 1945 and continues to serve in this capacity 
at the present time. He has also been a Trustee for many years. Scot- 
tish Rite Masons in the Valley of New Bern are proud of the skill and 
the direction which our Grand Master has given to his responsibilities 
as a Scottish Rite Mason. 


The Grand Master then crossed the Hot Sands of the Desert of 
Sudan Temple in the spring of 1937, and immediately became an 
active and enthusiastic participant in the various affairs of the 
Shrine. He was the organizer and the first director of the Chef Crew, 
an organization created to prepare and serve the meals for the various 
Shrine Ceremonials. He continued as director from 1958 through July, 
1966. He likewise served as Stage Director of Sudan Temple from 
1953 through 1965. 


Our Grand Master is also a member of the York Rite, having 
united with this organization in 1966 in New Bern, North Carolina, 
where he is a member of New Bern Chapter No. 46, Royal Arch Ma- 
sons, New Bern Council No. 12, Royal and Select Masters and St. 
John's Commandery No. 10, Knights Templar. 

From the moment of our Grand Master’s appointment as Grand 
Steward to the Grand Lodge line by Most Worshipful Brother Harvey 
W. Smith, he has enjoyed the very rare and helpful privilege of at- 
tending and participating in many of the various committee and board 


meetings of the Grand Lodge. His experience in these committees and 
boards have made him fully aware of the many intricate details of 
Grand Lodge activities, and it is safe to say that these rich experi- 
ences no doubt will be the means of enabling our Grand Master to 
preside with an abundant degree of proficiency over the affairs of 
the Grand Lodge. In fact, there is hardly a committee or a board serv- 
ing the Masons of North Carolina in which our Grand Master has not 
had a considerable degree of experience. No doubt these rare oppor- 
tunities will unite in affording him the most enjoyable, profitable, and 
helpful year he could ever hope to experience, and Masonry in North 
Carolina will be the beneficiary.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 


The Grand Master recognized and presented W.'.Brother 
Daniel K. Moore, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


In my message to the Legislature earlier this year, 1 outlined the 
most comprehensive and expensive program ever presented to a Gen- 
eral Assembly in North Carolina. 1 asked for necessary expansions in 
all areas of State service to our people. The recommended budget to- 
taled $2.7 billion, the largest in history. My total program is ambit- 
ious, but it is essential for continued growth and development. 


I pointed with pride to what has been accomplished in North Car- 
olina in the last two years. I believe, as I told the General Assembly, 
this State “has taken a giant step forward toward greatness in all 
areas.” However, we cannot afford to pause now, to relax our efforts. 
We must move ahead in all areas, accelerate the pace of progress. 

The purpose of our efforts, indeed of my administration, is, as I 
told the General Assembly, “to provide the means for a better and 
more useful life for every man, woman and child in North Carolina.” 
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I have asked myself many times just how realistic is this goal. I 
am convinced that it is possible, that we are moving closer to that goal 
every year. We are providing more and better job opportunities, but 
there are still some of our citizens in need. We are providing better 
educational opportunities, but all are not and cannot take advantage 
of them. We are providing the way to a better life, but some are hes- 
itant or too handicapped to begin. 

The opportunity of helping others help themselves has been with 
us for a long time. The Masons and the several religious denomina- 
tions have been helpful through the years in providing assistance for 
the needy. They have done and are today doing an excellent job and are 
helping thousands of needy North Carolinians. The Oxford Orphanage, 
supported by the Masons, is an excellent example and is one in which 
the entire order can take pride. 

At one time, the churches, organizations such as the Masons, and 
to some extent the counties were able to provide adequate care for 
the unfortunate. However, as the population grew and as times became 
more difficult, as during the depression, the needs of some groups of 
citizens were such that the State and the Federal Government had to 
assume some of the responsibility. 

Providing necessary assistance today is a tremendous responsi- 
bility. In some ways it is growing in spite of our recent prosperity. 
The number of people over 65 is continually increasing, and some of 
our older citizens do not have the means to adequately provide for 
themselves. We still have sick who cannot work and who do not have 
families able to provide for their needs. 


Helping others help themselves is as worthy a goal today as ever 
before. The churches, organizations such as the Masons, and individ- 
uals are doing an outstanding job. But, the needs are so great and 
the demands are so numerous that the private segment of our society 
has to have assistance in providing necessary aid. Never, however, 
can we as individuals, or as private groups, become indifferent to the 
needs and suffering of others, and place the entire burden upon the 
State. 


The State of North Carolina is helping to provide the assistance 
through the North Carolina Department of Public Welfare. I say 
“helping” because that is actually what the State is doing. The needs 
for assistance are such that all levels of Government are involved 
along with non-Governmental groups. Today public welfare in North 
Carolina is a three-way partnership between the State, the Federal 
Government and the county. 


Funds are administered through welfare departments in the 100 
counties. Supervision is provided by the State. During the past fiscal 
year, this spending totaled $105 million. Of this, 71 per cent came 
from the Federal Government. The State furnished roughly 13.5 per 
cent, and the counties supplied 15.5 per cent. 

Today I would like to talk with you about the efforts under way 
to provide help for the needy. There are misconceptions about how and 
why welfare operates. I believe by talking a little about the supervis- 
ion and the various programs these misconceptions can be cleared up, 
and hopefully, each of you will have a better idea about what the 
State is doing to help provide aid for needy citizens. 
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First, although welfare is a changing concept, the idea of helping 
others help themselves goes back to the beginning of our State. As 1 
have noted, families, churches, and organizations early gave assistance 
to less fortunate people, and, of course, they still do. Counties also 
early helped with county homes for the elderly and assistance to the 
needy. 

The State Constitution of 1868 voiced conce:n for the poor and 
unfortunate. At that time provision was made for a board to supervise 
charitable, penal and correctional institutions and to look after the 
general welfare of “the poor, the unfortunate, and the orphan.” This 
was the basis for a broad public welfare program which began in 1917 
and continued until the depression of the 1930's. 

In 1935, the Federal Social Security Act was enacted. It made 
funds available to help pay for assistance to persons in need. By 1937 
North Carolina was ready to utilize these funds. It was in that period 
that county welfare departments were established and the program 
began to develop. As time has brought change in the way of living in 
North Carolina, so too has it brought change in the assistance pro- 
grams. 

Today the welfare program at the State level is supervised by a 
State Board of Public Welfare. The Board consists of seven capable 
and dedicated people. Its chairman is Robert C. Howison, Jr., of Ral- 
eigh. The Board makes policy and sets the course of the State's par- 
ticipation in the program. This Board has done an outstanding job, 
and I commend each member for his service to the people of North 
Carolina. 

The Board appoints a commissioner who serves 'as head of the 
State administrative staff. It recently selected Clifton Craig as com- 
missioner. He is making an excellent start and has initiated a number 
of innovations and programs which are adding to the efficiency of the 
Department's service to the people. The State staff presently numbers 
about 400 professional, clerical and administrative personnel. 

The eligibility of welfare recipients is the responsibility of the 
welfare departments in the 100 counties. The county staffs are hired 
by the county and supervised by the county welfare boards. The local 
department places people on welfare, takes them off when circumstan- 
ces allow, and determines the amount of aid they receive. The local 
officials, of course, are better able to determine needs of the individ- 
uals in their county. 

The welfare programs help to provide individuals with security 
It does this with financial assistance, medical payments and social 
services, In the few minutes remaining, I would like to talk briefly 
about the programs in each of these categories. 

In the area of financial assistance, there are three programs: old 
age assistance, aid for dependent children and aid to the permanently 
and totally disabled. All are programs long supported by Masons. 

To qualify for old age assistance, a person must be over 65 years 
of age and unable to meet his essential requirements for food, shelter 
and clothing. There are today around 39,500 recipients of this assis- 
tance receiving an average monthly check of $59.79. The average recip- 
ient is a 77 year old woman. In spite of a sizeable increase in the 
number in this age group, there has been about a 20 percent drop in 
the number of recipients since 1960. 
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The Welfare Department assists our elderly people in other ways, 
too. Boarding homes for the aged are licensed by the State Board and 
must meet acceptable standards of living. There are rehabilitative 
services offered to help older people retain or regain as much inde- 
pendence in living as possible. County departments work with other 
agencies in improving services to older citizens. 

Perhaps the assistance with the largest potential for future 
return is the aid for dependent children program. Because of death, 
disability or desertion of parents, these children cannot adequately 
provide for themselves. They need financial assistance in order to 
grow into stable, well-adjusted citizens who can assume their own 
responsibilities. This program is indeed an investment in the future 
not only of the children, but also of the State. 

There are now 108,145 dependent children and needy parents or 
caretakers receiving assistance under this program. The average 
monthly check is $24.25. The number of children participating in the 
program continues to increase at about the rate of growth in popu- 
lation. The population in this age group has increased from 1.7 million 
in 1960 to 1.9 million today. 

Social services to these dependent children include counseling by 
skilled caseworkers. The largest type of family which receives aid to 
dependent children is that in which the father has deserted. Counseling 
sometimes can save the home. 

Aid to the permanently and totally disabled—think about the 
meaning of these words—is presently assisting 22,700 needy men and 
women in North Carolina between the ages of 18 and 65. The average 
monthly payment in this category is $65.59 and the average recipient 
is a 55 year old. The welfare case load is increasing at about the same 
rate as the population. 

A decade ago, these people did the best they could or received 
assistance from the county. Today welfare does provide assistance for 
food, clothing, rent and utilities, and other basic necessities. Recently 
the State Board of Public Welfare recommended the maximum for 
food and clothing be increased. The General Assembly will consider 
the Board's recommendations along with its other supplemental ap- 
propriations requests. 

Medical payments is another way in which the Welfare Depart- 
ment helps provide assistance for our needy citizens. All persons eli- 
gible for public assistance programs may also receive medical assist- 
ance. The medically indigent may also qualify. The program provides 
for unlimited hospitilization, prescription drugs and dental service. 
Payments are made directly to the hospital, doctor, dentist or phar- 
macist and not to the recipient. Medical aid totaled $18 million duiing 
the 1965-66 fiscal year. 

I have mentioned some of the social services the department pro- 
vides for the elderly and the dependent children. Other services include 
arrangements for adoptions, special care for children, work with juve- 
nile delinquents, psychological services, homemaker services, jail in- 
spection, licensing of fund solicitation, surplus commodities distribu- 
tion and food stamps, and disability determination. 

There are many citizens in North Carolina today who have peace 
of mind because of our welfare programs. Many individuals and fam. 
ilies have been protected from social disaster and have been helped to 
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regain economic and social self-sufficiency. Our State has long been 
considered one of the most progressive in the field of public welfare 
and has received national recognition for many of its programs. 

Our State Department and the county departments are doing an 
excellent job in providing aid for needy citizens. Their programs are 
designed to reduce and prevent dependency. They offer a means where- 
by citizens can help themselves or know that somebody cares enough to 
help them. Our welfare workers and the State and local boards are 
providing a great service for the people of North Carolina. I commend 
them for it. | 

In closing, however, I would emphasize that the welfare program 
does not claim to fulfill all of the needs of all of the people who need 
help. It does all that it can within prescribed limits. There is still a 
very big and very important role to be played in helping others by the 
Masons and other similar organizations. I know you are aware of your 
opportunities to help others help themselves, and I commend you for it. 

The individual in need—whether old and alone, young and desert- 
ed, or sick and in pain—needs much more than a monthly check. He 
needs encouragement. He needs to know that others care about what 
happens to him, that others are praying in his behalf. The struggle 
to regain a rightful place in society is much easier when someone cares 
enough to help you along the way. This is where you can be of special 
assistance to someone in need. 

Our welfare program is only helping to provide the means for a 
better and more useful life for needy men, women and children in 
North Carolina. It needs your interest and your assistance in getting 
the job done. Your obligations today are no less than in days gone by. 
I urge you to become familiar with the program in your county. I be- 
lieve you will be pleased with the efforts under way there to help tne 
needy, and I am sure the people within the local department would 
appreciate your interest. But more important, you will be discharging 
a duty long imposed upon Masons—to help your fellow man who is 
in distress.

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 1) 


M.'.W.'.Brother Arnold J. Koonce, Sr., Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina, delivered the following report, 
which was referred to the Board of General Purposes.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
BRETHREN: 


In the same way and manner in which you have so 
graciously received me on so many occasions and showered 
upon me your hospitable fellowship and brotherly love, but 
more especially the high esteem and affection you have 
shown me as your Grand Master, I welcome you to this 
180th Annual Communication. It is fitting and appropriate 
that we return to Raleigh, our capital city and the home of 
our beloved Grand Lodge.

I congratulate this fine group of dedicated Masons for 
their magnificent achievement, and express to them my 
sincere pleasure in participating, with them, on these 
occasions. 
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ONE STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


Dispensations were granted to the following lodges to 
erect or to hold their meetings in one story buildings, it 
having been duly certified to me that these buildings would 
be made safe at all times from cowans and eavesdroppers: 


Archer Lodge No. 165 
Sonoma Lodge No. 472 
Neill S. Stewart Lodge No. 556 


DISPENSATIONS 


I have granted a number of dispensations to lodges to 
elect officers to fill vacancies caused by death, resignation 
or for other causes, and 1 have also granted dispensations 
to lodges to hold meetings in places other than their regular 
meeting places. 


A dispensation was granted to Hollis Lodge No. 535 to 
continue meeting in the town of Ellenboro until the Annual 
Commuication in April, 1967, or until this lodge could find 
a suitable meeting place nearer Hollis. 


Dispensations were also granted to Cherokee Lodge No. 
146 to meet in the Hall of Marble Springs Lodge No. 435 
until this lodge could find a suitable meeting place in Mur- 
phy, and to hold meetings without a charter until they 
could secure a duplicate charter to replace the one destroyed 
by fire in January. 


A dispensation was granted to LaFayette Lodge No. 83 
to reballot on the petition of a petitioner who had been 
rejected because of mistaken identity. 


It was necessary to deny the request of several lodges 
for Special Dispensations which would have been in conflict 
with the provisions of THE CODE. 


PHYSICAL DISABILITY 


The matter of petitioners having some physical dis- 
ability has given me much concern. I have been able to see 
some of these petitioners in person, and have asked either a 
Grand Lodge Officer or a District Deputy Grand Master, 
whichever was more convenient to the locality of the peti- 
tioner, to interview them and give me a report and recom- 
mendation. Consequently, 1 have had to turn down only 
three petitioners out of a total of twenty. 


In approving the many petitioners with some form of 
physical disability, it is my belief that those who are already 
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members of the Craft are in agreement with my motives for 
so doing and I ask your sympathetic understanding of these 
decisions. 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 


(Note: All Official Opinions approved. See Report of 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence on Page 129, Docket 
No. 42 of these Proceedings.) 


Opinion No. 1 


Reference is made to your letter of August 10, 1966, in which 
you requested an official ruling on the effective exemption date of 
per capita dues to the Grand Lodge on those Life Members qualifying 
under the new Regulation 87-01 of THE CODE as adopted at the 
Annual Communication in April, 1966. 


The portion of this amendment to this Regulation which reads, 
“A lodge may also make a member a Life Member if he had quali- 
fied for either the 50-Year Award or the 60-Year Award, but the 
lodge shall be exempt from the payment of dues and assessments to 
the Grand Lodge on such Life Members,” places the burden squarely 
on the lodge to officially make 50-Year and/or 60-Year members Life 
Members, if the lodge so desires, and to officially notify the Grand 
Secretary’s office of such action. 


After having carefully considered all aspects, implications and 
effects of this Regulation, I am of the opinion that the exemption 
to the lodges on 50-Year and 60-Year members who were or who have 
been officially made Life Members, and the Grand Secretary’s office 
so notified, shall not become effective until January 1, 1967; therefore, 
per capita dues must be paid on all such above-mentioned brethren 
for the year 1966, and I so rule. 


Opinion No. 2 


The Grand Secretary received an inquiry from the Winston- 
Salem Scottish Rite Bodies in which they asked if it is a violation 
of THE CODE to place 32nd Degree Decals on the Automobiles of 
their members. 

I have studied THE CODE concerning this matter and have dis- 
cussed the inquiry with well-informed brethren, and have reached 
the conclusion that Regulations 97-44 and 97-45 specifically forbid the 
use of Masonic emblems on automobiles. It is my opinion that Regula- 
tion 97-48, which was called to our attention by the Winston-Salem 
Scottish Rite Bodies, would not apply in this case. 

Therefore, it is my opinion that the use of Masonic emblems as 
they requested would be in direct violation of Regulations 97-44 and 
97-45, and the request is therefore denied. 


Opinion No, 3 


My attention has been called to a circular letter over the signa- 
tures of the District Deputy Grand Matron and the District Deputy 
Grand Patron of the Fifteenth District of the Order of the Eastern 
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Star, bearing date of December 29, 1966, in which their “Special 
Project” or get-together, which they state will be called, “Getting to 
know you” proposed to raise money (presumably for the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home) by offering prizes for the best decorated 
box, and the members to bid on their own boxes at an auction sale. 


This matter has given me a great deal of concern, but after due 
deliberation and with a deep concern that we adhere strictly to THE 
CODE of our Grand Lodge, and a sincere hope that in so doing, 
brotherly love and friendship may abide, it is my opinion that the 
proposed meeting, to be held in Concord on J anuary 31, 1967, is not 
in violation of THE CODE, and I so rule. 


Opinion No. 4 


At a meeting of the Board of General Purposes held in Raleigh 
on September 9, 1966, a committee which had been appointed in June 
to study proposals to change the Grand Master’s apron and collar 
from royal blue to purple and to recommend a new metal collar for 
the Grand Master and metal collars also for the Grand Lodge Offi- 
cers, filed its report. This committee recommended that the change in 
the Grand Master’s apron and collar be made as quickly as possible, 
with the understanding that the Grand Master would issue and offi- 
cial opinion to permit this change. After considerable discussion, it 
appeared to be the sentiment of the Board that the change could be 
implemented by an official opinion from the Grand Master. The 
Board voted the recommendation of the committee. 


Subsequently, I made a very close and critical study of the lan- 
guage used in Regulation 95-31 of THE CODE, which reads as fol- 
lows: “The aprons of the officers of the Grand Lodge and Past Grand 
Masters may be made of lambskin, leather, or cloth with the tiecords, 
lining, borders, and tabs of royal blue; apron, tabs and flap trimmed 
with gold bullion, etc.” 


In my mind the problem seemed to concern itself with the inter- 
pretation of the verbal phrase, “may be made.” I concluded that this 
phrase refers to the three types of material of which the apron may be 
made, namely, “lambskin, leather, or cloth.” And therefore, accord- 
ing to the language of the regulation, it is interpreted that the tie- 
cords, the lining, and the borders and tabs of the apron must be of 
royal blue. 


This being true, I instructed the Grand Secretary to cancel the 
order for the change in the Grand Master's apron until an appropri- 
ate resolution could be prepared for presentation at the next Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge amending THE CODE. 


Opinion No. 5 


On August 30, 1966, Mr. Harold E. Allen, Vice-President of 
Allen Studios Division, Allen Photographic Corporation wrote me 
requesting that I recognize the appeal and desirability of “A Mem- 
ory Album and Officers’ Composite’? to Worshipful Masters and 
Subordinate lodges. The Allen Studios Division requested the Grand 
Lodge to authorize it to contact the masters and secretaries of all 
subordinate lodges and to secure from them a list of the membership 
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of their respective lodges in order for photographs to be made of all 
of the officers and members of a subordinate lodge and placed in 
an Album. The Album would thereafter be available to any interested 
party at a price not yet determined. 


At the meeting of the Board of General Purposes held September 
9, 1966, this matter was discussed and Most Worshipful Brother 
Robert L. Pugh requested that I give an official opinion on this 
subject. 


The Grand Lodge, or the subordinate lodge, would not have com- 
plete charge and control of the composition, publication and distribu- 
tion of such an Album which in my opinion is a commercial enter- 
prise of Allen Studios Division, and is not in this case a Masonic 
purpose. I, therefore, refuse to authorize the program proposed by 
Allen Studios Division. 


Opinion No. 6 


With reference to your letter of August 26th, with which you 
enclosed a newspaper clipping mailed to you from Greensboro on 
August 25th, the said clipping listing the names of candidates to be 
raised in Greensboro Lodge No. 76 on August 25th, this publication 
of names was a flagrant violation of Regulation 49-03 (6) of THE 
CODE, for which the Master of this lodge should be held responsible. 

It is my belief, however, that this publication of names of 
candidates was the result of thoughtlessness or ignorance of THE 
CODE on the part of whoever placed this notice in the newspaper, 
but in spite of this blunder 1 do not feel inclined at this time to pen- 
alize this lodge more than to mildly reprimand this Master for allow- 
ing the article to be published. 


It is therefore ORDERED, that copies of this letter be sent to 
the Master and the Secretary of Greensboro Lodge No. 76, with my 
instructions that it be read at the next stated communication of the 
said lodge and be made a part of the minutes of that meeting, that 
the brethren might avoid repeating this violation. In additizn, you 
should write a letter to all the the other lodges in the 3th Masonic 
District, calling their attention to the fact that Regulation 49-03 (6) 
has been violated by a lodge in that District, and cautioning them to 
refrain for all time from publishing the names of candidates for any 
degree. 


Opinion No. 7 


I have your letter of August 8, 1966, in which you advise that 
under date of April 14, 1966, Fair Bluff Lodge No. 190 read an 
Application for Affiliation from Brother David Leo Nance, to which 
application was attached a Certificate of Good Standing from Zion 
Lodge No. 81 dated April 11, 1966, and that Fair Bluff Lodge No. 190 
then proceeded to elect Brother Nance to membership on the same 
night the application was read in the lodge, without complying in any 
respect with the provisions of Regulations 76-01, 83-11 and 83-14, 
and in violation of Regulation 83-15. 
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I note your advice that the application has now been duly pro- 
cessed through your office, and I therefore ORDER a reballot on this 
application at the next stated communication of Fair Bluff Lodge No. 
190 following receipt of this order. 


The records of your office and those of Fair Bluff Lodge Nc. 
190 should be made to conform to this opinion. 


Opinion No. 8 

I have your advice regarding the action taken in Wilson Lodge 
No. 226 at a stated communication on June 11, 1966, at which time 
they received a request for initiation after six months of Mr. Alan 
Reece Williams, who had been elected to receive the degrees in that 
lodge on May 25, 1963 but had not been initiated, and note that a 
ballot was taken on the same day the application for advancement 
was received; he was elected and was also initiated an Entered 
Apprentice, all on the same date. 

This action was highly irregular and is in violation of Regulation 
77-02 of THE CODE. Brother Williams is, however, now an Entered 
Apprentice, and the degree cannot be taken from him. He is not 
responsible for this violation and his status as an Entered Apprentice 
cannot for this reaon be jeopardized. 

It is, therefore, ORDERED that the status of Brother Williams 
is in all repects that of an Entered Apprentice in Wilson Lodge 
No. 226 without the necessity of healing. He should not be held in 
default unless he waits more than six months after the date of this 
ORDER before presenting himself for examination in the catechism 
of the Entered Apprentice Degree, and the conferring of the Fellow 
Craft Degree. 

The Master and Secretary of Wilson Lodge No. 226 are hereby 
severely reprimanded for their failure to observe requirements gov- 
erning the conditions obtained in this particular case, and this 
ORDER must be read at the first stated communication of Wilson 
Lodge No. 226 following its receipt and entered in the minutes of that 
communication. 


Opinion No. 9 


I have before me the file in the matter of the illegal exclusions 
for non payment of dues by Louisburg Lodge No. 413 of Brothers 
Frank A. Roth and C. H. Banks, and note your advice that the exclus- 
ions were illegal for the reason that Sunday, April 1, 1934, was not 
the date of a stated communication of Louisburg Lodge No. 413. 


In the case of Brother Banks, I am allowing the claim of the 
lodge that Regulation 86-06 of THE CODE, which refers specifically 
to a deceased person, is applicable and that the record cannot now be 
made to show that he was restored after death. Brother Banks died 
on October 29, 1952, and the lodge is not responsible for any per capita 
dues on him because of the illegal exclusion, as provided in Regulation 
86-06, but it is regrettable that this gross injustice to him was not 
discovered until after he had passed away. 


In the case of Brother Roth, the records show that he was 
restored in November, 1945, and that in addition to the dues for two 
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years which he paid at the time of restoration, he also sent the lodge 
a check for $50.00 in payment of dues for the eleven years which the 
lodge showed he was non affiliated. 

It is therefore ORDERED, that Louisburg Lodge No. 413 pay per 
capita dues in the amount of $27.50 for the eleven years, 1934 through 
1944, which the lodge records showed he was non affiliated, and that 
because of the fact that the exclusion was illegal, this black mark of 
exclusion must be erased from the records. 

You will issue such directives as may be necessary in this 
matter, and the Secretary of Louisburg Lodge No. 413 is instructed 
to make such marginal notations in the minutes of the stated com- 
munication nearest to the date of April 1, 1934, and in the minutes 
of the next stated communication following receipt of this Order, as 
are necessary to show that the exclusions were illegal and that the 
mark against Brother Roth has been erased. 


Opinion No. 10 


I have reviewed the matter of the rejection of Mr. J. F. A. by 
Neil S. Stewart Lodge No. 556 as reported in your letter of October 
25, 1966, which ballot took place on October 11, 1966, without the 
petition for the degrees having been certified by your office. 


This ballot was ILLEGAL and VOID because it is a violation of 
Regulations 76-01 and 73-13 of THE CODE which makes it man- 
datory for a petition to bear the certification of the Grand Secretary’s 
office before a ballot can be taken. 

The Grand Master is empowered to ORDER another ballot in 
such cases; therefore, by copy of this letter to the Masters and the 
Secretary of Neil S. Stewart Lodge No. 556, a dispensation is hereby 
granted to this lodge to reballot on this petition at the stated com- 
munication on November 22, 1966, provided the petition has now been 
certified, and provided further, that the provisions of Regulation 
78-01, which provides for the proper notification of the members of 
the lodge regarding the reballot, have been complied with. 


Opinion No. 11 


I have your letter of November 1, 1966, with which you enclosed 
a letter from the Master of Aulander Lodge No. 516 outlining plans 
for a proposed Turkey Shoot to be conducted by that lodge for the 
benefit of the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home, and note your request for a ruling in this matter. 

It is my opinion that such an affair would be in direct violation 
of Regulations 49-03 (11) and 97-02 (31) of THE CODE, in that the 
plans as outlined by this Master include the awarding of door prizes 
whereby the individuals participating may be able through the 
element of chance or skill, or a combination of the two, to receive 
a greater intrinsic value than they pay. 


It is therefore ORDERED, that you notify the Master of Au- 
lander Lodge No. 516 that his lodge is hereby forbidden to hold or 
participate in a Turkey Shoot such as that outlined in his letter of 
October 31, 1966. 
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Opinion No. 12 


With reference to your advice that Widow's Son Lodge No. 519 
balloted on the petition for the degrees of Mr. Mason Long Harp 
without first submitting the petition to your office for certification, 
please be advised that this ballot was in violation of Regulations 
73-13 and 76-01 of THE CODE and is, therefore, ILLEGAL and 
VOID. 


In order to fully comply with the above-mentioned regulations, 
I hereby authorize the Grand Secretary to make the necessary record 
of the subject petition and to place thereon his Certificate, with a 
proper notation to explain the delay in making it. Upon receipt of 
the properly Certified Petition, the lodge shall again submit it to 
the secret ballot at the stated communication on January 26, 1967, 
in the same manner as if no previous ballot had been taken thereon. 


This letter must be read at the stated communication of Widow's 
Son Lodge No. 519 on January 26, 1967, and the information therein 
entered in the minutes of that stated communication. A proper nota- 
tion must be made on the margin of the minutes of the stated com- 
munication on December 22, 1966, at which time the first ballot was 
taken, referring to this opinion and the date it is recorded in the 
minutes. 


Opinion No. 13 


I have your advice of the election to receive the degrees of Mr. 
Bobby Joe Lucas by Widow's Son Lodge No. 519 on December 22, 
1966, without the petition having been certified by the Grand Sec- 
retary as provided in Regulations 73-13 and 76-01 of THE CODE. 


These regulations declare a ballot to be illegal and void if the 
petition has not been certified by the Grand Secretary before the 
ballot is taken; therefore in order to fully comply with Regulation 
76-01, I hereby authorize the Grand Secretary to make the necessary 
records of the subject petition, and place thereon his Certificate, with 
a proper notation to explain the delay in making it. Upon receipt of 
the properly certified petition, it shall be again submitted to a 


secret ballot in Widow’s Son Lodge No. 519 at a stated communi- 
cation on January 26, 1967 in the same manner as if no previous 
ballot had been taken thereon. 


This letter must be read to the lodge at the stated communica- 
tion on January 26, 1967, and the information thereon entered on the 
minutes of that meeting. Also, a proper notation must be made on 
the margin of the minutes for the stated communication of December 
22, 1966, at which time the first ballot was taken, referring to this 
opinion and the date it is recorded in the minutes. 


Opinion No. 14 
Reference is made to a letter dated August 3, 1966 from the 
Secretary of Beulaville Lodge No. 658 in which he asks if it is out 
of order for Beulaville Lodge No. 658 to lend its moral support to 
the Pine Meadow Country Club, located near the town of Beulaville, 
with the understanding that the lodge will not be expected to make 
financial contribution to this project. 
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It is my opinion that the members of Beulaville Lodge No. 658, as 
individuals but not as a lodge, can lend their moral support to this 
project, and that because of the fact that support of any nature oi 
the Pine Meadow Country Club is not a proper Masonic objective and 
is no part of Masonic work, I must rule that Beulaville Lodge No. 
658 has no right or authority as a lodge to support this country club. 

You are directed to send a copy of this letter to the Secretary 
of Beulaville Lodge No. 658, with instructions that it be read at the 
next stated communication of the lodge following its receipt, and that 
it be made a part of the minutes of that meeting. 


Opinion No. 15 
Widow's Son Lodge No. 519 read the petition for the degrees in 
Masonry of Mr. David Feild Thompson on October 13, 1966, and bal- 
loted on same on November 10, 1966, without having sent the 
said petition to the Grand Secretary's office for certification. The 
petitioner was rejected. 


Since this lodge proceeded to ballot on this petition before it was 
received from the Grand Secretary properly certified, the ballot was 
in violation of Regulations 76-01 and 73-13 of THE CODE. 

The Secretary of this lodge failed to report this matter to the 
Grand Secretary's office within the two months period as required 
in Regulation 78-01; therefore, I feel that the action of this lodge 
in rejecting this petitioner should not be disturbed, and I so rule. 

I instructed the Grand Secretary to issue such directives as are 
necessary in this case, and I instructed the Secretary of Widow's 
Son Lodge No. 519 to read my letter of January 4, 1967, to the lodge 
at the next stated communication following its receipt in the hope 
that such flagrant violations of THE CODE will not be repeated by 
this lodge. 


Opinion No. 16 


Under date of January 13, 1967, I instructed the Grand Secretary 
to advise Pendleton Lodge No. 524 that the holding of a supper and 
dance as a benefit for the Oxford Orphanage, even if the said supper 
and dance were not held in the same building in which the lodge 
meets, would tend to discredit Masonry, and that I could not consent 
to the granting of such permission to this lodge to hold same. 


ORDERS 
Order No. 1 


Pursuant to the recommendation of the Committee on Charters 
and Dispensations in the matter of territorial jurisdiction of Hollis 
Lodge No. 535 and Mooresboro Lodge No. 388, which recommendation 
was adopted by the Grand Lodge at the Annual Communication in 
Winston-Salem in April, 1966, I appointed a Special Committee com- 
posed of Brothers Berl M. Kahn, Chairman, William L. Mills, Jr., and 
Robert P. Dudley. 


This committee with the Grand Master will meet with the 
brethren of the two lodges concerned in the removal of Hollis Lodge 
No. 535 from Hollis, North Carolina, to Ellenboro, North Carolinz, 
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and attempt to reach a satisfactory agreement between the twn 
lodges and make its report to the Grand Lodge at its next Annual 
Session to be held in Raleigh, North Carolina, on April 18-19, 1967. 

Therefore, 1 hereby order Mooresboro Lodge No. 388 to hold an 
emergent communication on Monday, November 28, 1966 and Hollis 
Lodge No. 535 to hold an emergent communication on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 29, 1966, for the purpose of meeting with this committee to discuss 
and agree on a satisfactory settlement of this matter of the removal of 
Hollis Lodge No. 535 and the jurisdiction involved. Each lodge shall 
notify each of its members by first class mail of the said emergent 
communication and the purpose for which it has been called. 

It is further ordered that Mooresboro Lodge No. 388 hold another 
Emergent Communication on Wednesday, November 30, 1966; the of- 
ficers and members of Hollis Lodge No. 535 shall also attend this 
meeting; and a general discussion will be held between the members 
of the two lodges, looking toward a satisfactory agreement. 

The above-named committee will make the report to the Grand 
Lodge. 

Order No. 2 

Blackmer Lodge No. 170 balloted on the petition for the degrees 
in Masonry of Mr. Fred (NMN) Rickman while the said petition was 
being held in the Grand Secretary’s office UNCERTIFIED pending 
receipt of a waiver of jurisdiction. 

The petition was read in the lodge on January 3, 1967, and the 
petitioner was elected by illegal ballot on February 7, 1967. 

In order to fully comply with Regulations 73-13 and 76-01 of THE 
CODE, I ORDERED the Grand Secretary to make the necessary 
record of the subject petition and place thereon his Certificate, with a 
proper notation on the Certificate to explain the delay in making it, 
and I further ORDERED that the lodge, upon receipt of the properly 
certified petition, submit it again to the secret ballot at the stated 
communication to be held on March 7, 1967, in the same manner as 
if no previous ballot had been taken thereon. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


It has been my privilege to be a member of the Board of 
Directors of Oxford Orphanage for four years. This year I 
have attended all of the meetings of the Board. Our Orphan- 
age is truly a great Institution. Aside from the love of the 
Craft, I believe you brethren will agree that our love for 
Oxford Orphanage is at an all-time high. This year your 
voluntary offering for Oxford Orphanage was the greatest 
by many thousands of dollars. To those of you who labored 
so faithfully in this great effort, I commend you for the 
work you did. 

On behalf of the Grand Lodge, I extend my apprecia- 
tion to the Superintendent, his competent staff and to the 
Board of Directors, for their untiring efforts. 
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MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


This Institution is the only joint enterprise in which this 
Grand Lodge is engaged. It has been my privilege to serve 
on this Board for the past four years. The completion and 
occupancy of a new dining room, which is now to be air- 
conditioned, the completion and occupancy of a new dormi- 
tory wing, permitting us to receive a total of 130 or more 
guests, was all made possible by the awakening spirit of 
generosity on the part of the brethren in Masonry.

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Committee on Publications was instituted with the follow- 
ing members appointed by the Board of General Purposes 
in accordance with the provisions of the resolution: Most 
Worshipful Brother William J. Bundy for a five-year term; 
Most Worshipful Brother Sam A. Hennis, Jr., for a four- 
year term; Most Worshipful Brother Robert L. Pugh, three- 
year term; Most Worshipful Brother W. Edward Burrier, 
two-year term; Right Worshipful Brother A. A. Kafer, Jr., 
for a one-year term. It was provided also that the Grand 
Master would always serve as chairman ex-officio. 


Since that time the Board has met in two rather lengthy 
sessions, and it no doubt. will have had still another session 
by the time this 1967 Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge convenes. As a result of intensive study and thorough 
discussion at these meetings, it was agreed that certain 
provisions which had been enumerated in the 1966 resolu- 
tion would create something of a handicap in the imple- 
mentation thereof, and that it would therefore be necessary 
for the Grand Lodge to give consideration to yet another 
resolution which would remove the inadequacies which the 
Board of Publication found prevalent in the original resolu- 
tion. These inadequacies will be described in a forthcoming 
resolution to be presented by the Board of Publication and 
will be discussed more fully at that time. It is my intention 
here merely to add my endorsement to the new resolution 
and to ask that you give your wholehearted approval. 


This publication to be known as THE NORTH CARO- 
LINA MASON offers an excellent opportunity to bring the 
Grand Master and the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 
close and constant touch with every Master Mason in our 
Grand Jurisdiction, because it is the intention, as you will 
recall, to place this new publication free of charge in the 
home of every Master Mason whose membership is in North 
Carolina. It affords us a wonderful opportunity to keep 
our brethren in touch with Masonic activities throughout 
the State; to keep them abreast of the trend of thinking 
which characterizes our brethren everywhere today; in 
short, it is the best medium we have ever devised to unite 
North Carolina Masons in a degree of helpful solidarity 
which they have never known before. 


We look forward to the first issue of this publication 


on January 15, 1968, following which it will be released on 
a monthly basis on the 15th of each succeeding month. 
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The group of brethren who have been charged with the 
responsibility of making plans for this publication are rec- 
ommending a number of things in their resolution, which 
I shall not detail here. Among the changes which they sug- 
gest, however, is one calling for a change in the title of the 
controlling organization, or committee, or board. Whereas 
this group of men originally were styled “The Grand Lodge 
Publications Committee,” it is now requesting that its name 
be changed to, “The Board of Publications of THE NORTH 
CAROLINA MASON.” Furthermore, if the first issue is 
to be released January 15, 1968, it will be necessary that 
certain expenses incident to the issuance thereof, expenses 
relative to administration and clerical and other details, be 
provided for in the budget for 1967. The Board of Publica- 
tion is recommending the provision of $1,000 for this pur- 
pose. I heartily approve both of these recommendations and 
ask that you give your endorsement thereto. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS’ CONFERENCE 

For the first time in the history of our Grand Lodge, 
your Grand Master asked the District Deputy Grand 
Masters to remain over until Thursday following the Grand 
Lodge in April, 1966, for the purpose of holding our Con- 
ference. This meeting was held on Thursday, April 21, at 
9:30 A.M., at which time all the District Deputy Grand 
Masters, except one, were in attendance. This number 
included the outgoing District Deputy Grand Masters as 
well as the newly-appointed District Deputy Grand 
Masters. The Commissions to the newly-appointed brethren 
were presented by the Grand Master. A letter of apprecia- 
tion to those who had served three years, conferring upon 
them the title of Past District Deputy Grand Master, was 
presented by the immediate Past Grand Master. Following 
this, a brief ceremony of Dedication was conducted by Most 
Worshipful Robert L. Pugh, following which the retiring 
District Deputy Grand Master presented his jewel and 
apron to the newly appointed District Deputy Grand Master.

Grand Master, Chairman of Jurisprudence, for his advice 
and counsel on numerous occasions. 

My sincere thanks go to all of the many brethren in this 
Grand Jurisdiction for all of the courtesies shown me as 
their Grand Master. I shall ever be indebted to these fine 
brethren for taking me into their fellowship. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

I recommend that we continue our usual appropriations 
to the Oxford Orphanage, to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina, Inc., Charity, The Masonic Ser- 
vice Association, the Grand Masters’ Conference, the Grand 
Secretaries’ Conference, Masonic Relief Association of the 
United States and Canada, George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association, the Masonic Service Associ- 
ation for Hospital and Visitation, Southeastern Masonic 
Conference, the Order of the Rainbow for Girls, and that we 
increase our donation to the Order of DeMolay by $100 
which is to be used by Worshipful Brother Sinclair Tebo 
as the new Executive Officer. This would make our total 
contribution to DeMolay $400. 


I FURTHER RECOMMEND 
In keeping with my deep concern regarding more strict 
accountability of Grand Lodge funds and with a sincere 
desire to keep faith with all the brethren in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, on March 27, 1967, I appointed a special com- 
mittee to be known as THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON 
THE BUDGET. The brethren appointed are as follows:

Worshipful Brother Henry L. Bridges 

Worshipful Brother Louis W. Shrier 
who were notified by mail. Copies of this letter were mailed 
to Most Worshipfuls Charles A. Harris, William J. Bundy 
and Harvey W. Smith.

In order that we might have more complete information 
pertaining to budgeted items, later to be submitted by the 
Committee on Finance and approved by the Grand Lodge, 1 
wish to name you brethren as a Special Committee, to be 
known as THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON THE BUD- 
GET. I hereby name Worshipful Brother Strause as chairman 
and respectfully request that he convene this committee 
immediately. 

It will be the duty of this committee to examine every 
voucher issued by the Grand Secretary to ascertain that 
there is an invoice or an order supporting each voucher. It 
will also be the duty of this committee to ascertain that each 
voucher issued is charged to the proper budgeted item. In 
addition, you are to examine the returns from the subordinate 
lodges showing the net increase of new members for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, as well as the amount due the 
Grand Lodge from each subordinate lodge. As the time is 
short, the work of this Committee should begin immediately. 
The Grand Secretary is hereby directed to make any and all 
information available to this committee, including all vouch- 
ers, invoices and copies of the audit report. When this com- 
mittee has completed its work, it will report the information 
to the Committee on Finance and to the present Grand 
Master. 

I believe that this Committee can be of invaluable help to 
the Committee on Finance and of great assistance to the 
Grand Lodge in attempting to establish more strict account- 
ability of the expenditures of Grand Lodge funds. 

It is hereby directed that any expense incurred by this 
committee shall be paid after approval by the Grand Master.

To the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage herewith submits 
its report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a 
detailed report of the Superintendent and the Departments of the 
Orphanage. 
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The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the 
year and harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. 
"Ihe Executive Committee and the Local Advisory Board held their 
meetings and made full reports to the Board of Directors. 


The year ending September 30, 1966, has been a momentous year 
in the life of our beloved Orphanage. Our generous Masonic Family 
generated the largest flow of benevolence in our long history. So great 
was the manifestation of love by the lodges through the dedicated 
leadership of our Orphanage Committees, along with our affiliated 
institutions, the voluntary contributions created a new record. In 
fact, our Grand Jurisdiction led the nation in charitable contributions 
and this was done voluntarily without any assessments. 


We were able to complete the Blue Lodge Building and the Nettie 
N. Bemis Cottage. Three old vocational buildings were demolished, the 
site was landscaped and new driveways are being built. May 20, 1966, 
a fire destroyed a portion of the interior of the Duke Building. This 
building was covered with insurance and the fire damage is being 
repaired. 


It is with great joy that we are able to close another year without 
incurring any debt and can turn our attention again to our long range 
plans, with anticipation of resuming construction of cottages for our 
children. All the existing buildings are adequately covered by insur- 
ance. 


During the year our Orphanage was not filled to capacity. We 
had vacancies for girls and a waiting list for boys. We closed the year 
with an enrollment of 303 children. These children came from forty- 
eight counties, of which only five percent are from Masonic parents 
and eighteen percent have Masonic relationship. 


With great pride we survey the program of our Orphanage. We 
view the children as they are taken in the arms of Masonic Love and 
transformed into productive citizens, and highly praise our officers 
and staff for their exemplary services. We urge each Mason to visit 
our Orphanage and share with us its great beauty and spiritual joy. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its appropriation 
for the support of the Orphanage.

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage pre- 
sented the following supplemental report, which was re- 
ceived, entered on the record and referred to the Committee 


on Finance: 
To the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North 

Carolina: 

The Board of Directors and Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage 
published and circulated its Annual Report to the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina during the fall of 1966. This report was for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1966. We would like to report that great 
progress has been made during the six months intervening since our 
last published report. 

The Duke Building was completely renovated following the fire 
May 20, 1966, which restored this building to excellent condition and 
the cost of repair did not exceed the insurance coverage. With great 
joy we report that because of the generosity of the Masons and lodges 
we were able to resume our long range building plans. Ground was 
broken during March for the erection of a new boys’ cottage and the 
demolition of the 3rd girls’ cottage was begun. As quickly as this 
seventy year old cottage is removed another new girls’ cottage will be 
erected as a replacement thereof. 

When the fiscal year ended, our Orphanage had an enrollment of 
303 children. We now have 326 children enrolled in the Orphanage 
and, in addition, have 14 boys and 10 girls on the approved waiting 
list and are constantly receiving additional applications for the ser- 
vices of our institution to needy children. 

We find great security in the generous expression of gifts 
we receive during the Thanksgiving-Christmas Season because the 
Masonic gifts showed a slight increase over the corresponding period 
of last year. This gives us the assurance that we may continue plan- 
ning for the enrichment of our program of child care. We sincerely 
urge each of our Masonic brethren to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of visiting Oxford Orphanage. We recommend that the Grand 
Lodge continue its appropriation for the support of the Orphanage.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


A meeting of your Committee on Oxford Orphanage was held 
March 4, 1967. The committee members present were: Nat C. Dean, 
Woodroe F. Haywood, Harry Shor and James O. Thornton. The com- 
mittee was conducted on a very impressive tour of the institution, fol- 
lowed by a most enjoyable luncheon with the children, then recon- 
vened for further discussion and are pleased to submit the following 
report. 

We find that the Orphanage under the very able leadership of 
the Superintendent, Worshipful Brother A. D. Leon Gray is effi- 
ciently operated and progressing beautifully. 

One of the outstanding features of the inspection was the immacu- 
late way and manner in which the living quarters, dining room, kitch- 
en and food handling facilities were kept. We found our children dis- 
playing a joyous life for the most part and well behaved for which 
we can be both proud and thankful. 

We had the pleasure of meeting many of the House Mothers and 
wish to commend them on the understanding and efficient way they 
handle the children. 

We report that there are 326 children in the home, 4% from Ma- 
sonic parents and 12% from Masonic background. There are to date 
seventeen approved applicants and six additional applicants, pend- 
ing. The senior class this year will consist of approximately seven- 
teen graduates and it is indeed gratifying to learn that a large per- 
centage will continue into advanced education financed by scholarship 
funds from the Orphanage. 

Nine more cottages are to be built to house the children in fire- 
proof buildings. We understand plans call for building two cottages 
every other year with two to be built in 1967. We sincerely hope the 
Masons in North Carolina will make available sufficient funds in 
order to complete this building program ahead of schedule. However, 
we compliment our Board on its policy of debt free construction. 

We recommend every Mason visit the Orphanage and see for him- 
self the monument that is being built to Masonry through his contri- 
butions. 

In conclusion, your committee commends the Board of Directors 
also Brother Gray and his staff for their faithful and untiring work 
for which every Mason in North Carolina can be justly proud. We 
recommend that the same officers and directors be continued.

Interest in both of these 
sessions, or in the sessions of both of these organizations, had been 
intensified and appreciated more fully because of the fact that our 
own Grand Master, Most Worshipful Arnold J. Koonce, Sr., had taken 
a very prominent role into which he fitted himself with his customary 
ability and expressive genius. 


During the Grand Masters’ Conference, Most Worshipful Brother 
Koonce had served as the Chaplain for all of the sessions of the Con- 
ference, In invoking Divine aid and blessings upon each of the meet- 
ings, our Grand Master comported himself with dignity and inspira- 
tion. The wording of his prayers during these sessions was nothing 
less than masterful, and it was the consensus of the brethren, not only 
those from North Carolina, but from many of the other Grand Jur- 
isdictions who were vocal in expressing themselves, that the prayers 
which our Grand Master uttered were deeply inspirational and very 
moving. North Carolina Masons had every reason to be proud of the 
manner in which our Grand Lodge was represented in this capacity. 
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Likewise in the program of the Masonic Service Association, our 
Grand Master brought the report from the Committee on Membership, 
and he comported himself in this capacity in his customary dignified 
manner. 

Our brethren will be interested to know that the Masonic Service 
Association is now composed of 42 Grand Lodges, there still being 8 
Grand Lodges who have not availed themselves of membership in the 
Association. The report of the Executive Commission was presented 
by Most Worshipful George W. Toft, Past Grand Master of South Da- 
kota, who is Chairman of the Executive Commission. In this report 
Brother Toft enumerated in detail conditions of distress existing in 
certain areas of the world which had suffered as the result of natura] 
calamities, and he described the part the Masonic Service Association 
had played in extending relief to these areas. The report also dealt 
with the preparation of printed material and of the distribution of 
this material by the M. S. A. All printed materials of the M. S. A. 
such as Digests, Short Talk Bulletins, programs, reports, etc., are dis- 
tributed as issued to the Grand Masters, the Deputy Grand Masters, 
the Grand Secretaries, and to such District Deputies Grand Master, 
heads of committees and present and past Grand Lodge Officers as 
the Grand Masters in member Grand Jurisdictions have designated. 
If there are any lodges in North Carolina, or any members of lodges 
serving in any official capacity, not now receiving these printed ma- 
terials, they may be put on the mailing list simply by giving their 
name and address to our Grand Master. 

The M. S. A. also has a number of 16mm. sound pictures, four to 
be exact. These four are inspirational addresses which require a 16 
mm. sound projector, and each one runs approximately thirty minutes. 
These films have become very popular and your lodge has only to re- 
quest the use of them from the M. S. A. to have them available to you 
in a very short time. The M. S. A. is also planning to release a new 
film, the fifth, sometime in 1967. 

The report goes into detail also on its magnificent hunmanitarian 
project of hospital visitation. This is one of our finest activities and is 
supported by contributions from the member Grand Lodges. By means 
of this program, our Masonic veterans who are confined to Veterans 
Hospitals now have the pleasure of knowing they are in constant con- 
tact with the Masonic brethren on the outside through the medium of 
the Masonic Hospital Visitor, who frequently visits their bedside. The 
Grand Lodges of the M. S. A., through the dedicated Field Agents who 
are our Hospital Visitors and their loyal volunteers, are carrying on 
this nationally-known, and appreciated service to mankind in some of 
the Veterans and other government hospitals. *The Masonic Service 
Man" is a title of great respect in those houses of healing. M. S. A. 
Field Agents are *image builders" of Masons as benevolent men. 

There have been many requests for an enlargement of this pro- 
gram. Even in North Carolina there is still a need for the establish- 
ment of a program of Hospital Visitation for the Veterans Hospital in 
Durham. The M. S. A., however, does not have additional funds with 
which to meet this request. As a matter of fact, the M. S. A. to date 
is expending more money in North Carolina in furtherance of this 
Hospital Visitation Program than the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
contributes to the M. S. A. for this purpose. 
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You are reminded again, however, of the fact that Masons do not 
have to depend upon paid hospital visitors to carry out a program of 
hospital visitation. The brethren in the Salisbury area have given a 
beautiful illustration of the truth of this statement, because they have 
organized a volunteer service in which the Blue Lodges of that area 
have assumed responsibility for visiting the Masonic veterans confined 
in the Veterans Hospital in Salisbury. This is a beautiful program 
and one which could be well emulated by the brethren in the Durham 
area. 

With warfare now going on in Vietnam, the need for hospital 
visitation is constantly increasing, because casualties are arriving in 
stateside hospitals in growing numbers; the wounds received in gue- 
rilla warfare are serious. Gunshot and shrapnel wounds are bad, but 
the deep lacerations inflicted by jungle knives and the ravages of 
tropical diseases are taking a heavy toll. We really need more hospital 
visitors to minister to these newer casualties. Age is also claiming its 
victims; more sick and infirm veterans of other wars are being hos- 
pitalized. The service needs to be expanded, but the Association is fi- 
nancially unable to provide for any further extensions of this very 
necessary program. 

In North Carolina, for example, one visitor serves the veterans at 
Fort Bragg in Fayetteville and aiso in Camp Lejeune. This visitor, 
Brother William E. Whitman, is indefatigable in his labors, and he 
constantly visits the bedsides of our Masonic veterans. Brother Whit- 
man has now completed 21 years of service in the Masonic Service 
Association as a Hospital Visitor. Last year, you will recall, he was 
presented with the 20-year service award. 

The Veterans Hospital at Oteen is served by an official Hospital 
Visitor. And only the Veterans Hospital in Durham is now without any 
hospital visitation. Certainly it is to be hoped that the brethren in the 
Durham area will make some effort to organize a volunteer visitation 
program. 

It is recommended that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina con- 
tinue its membership in the Masonic Service Association with the pay- 
ment of dues which has been in the amount of approximately $1,550, 
and that we further continue our participation in the Hospital Visi- 
tation Program by allocating the sum of $3,000 for this purpose in 
the budget for the coming year. Both of these items are the same 
amount that was provided in our budget for the preceding year.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


(Docket No. 17) 


M.'.W.'.Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Associa- 
tion, presented the following report, which was adopted. 
The portion of the report having to do with finance was 
referred to the Committee on Finance: 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


The George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association 
met on Shooters Hill in Alexandria, Virginia, Wednesday morning, 
February 22, 1967, at ten o'clock in the Memorial Auditorium with the 
President, John H. Hessey, Past Grand Master of Maryland, presid- 
ing. Brother Hessey was pleased to announce that the Memorial, in so 
far as utilization of the various floors is concerned, is now complete 
and that the Museum, which last year was a gift of the Scottish Rite 
Bodies of the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions, is now a reality; 
and that a good many items of Masonic value have now found a 
permanent repository in this Museum. 


North Carolina had a very fine representation of its official life 
present at the meeting, headed of course by our Most Worshipful 
Grand Master. 


During the meeting of the Association in 1966, North Carolina 
was represented by several of its Past Grand Masters, each of whom 
had participated in raising North Carolina's portion of what had be- 
come known as the Pennsylvania Plan. This plan had been completed 
during the early part of 1966, and the presentation of a check repre- 
senting North Carolina’s contribution in the amount of $67,200 was 
made at that time. 


It was encouraging to the brethren present for the 1967 session to 
learn that the Endowment Fund for the Memorial, to which we had 
made such a commendable effort, now equals approximately 50% of 
the total amount desired. The chairman stated that net assets in the 
Endowment Fund at the present time amount to $2,496,162.49, where- 
as the total amount desired is $5,000,000. 


Masons of America have a tremendous investment in the George 
Washington Memorial, because its appraised value now exceeds 
$14,000,000 in replacement costs, exclusive of land and of land im- 
provements. Until the endowment goal of $5,000,000 has been reached, 
the Memorial Association will continue to be in need of funds to main- 
tain the Memorial. Last year North Carolina expressed its desire to 
continue its assistance in this respect. lt was felt then, and the breth- 
ren continue to feel even more strongly, that we will have a feeling of 
closer relationship if we continue our participation in this great 
program, at least until the full amount of the endowment has been 
raised. 

There is still so much work at the Memorial that needs to be 
done. Those who visit it are conscious of the needs that yet must be 
met, and surely, therefore, our pride in the Association and our love 
for this Memorial to the greatest Mason our country has produced de- 
mand that we continue to be a very vital part of its operation. It is 
recommended, therefore, that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina con- 
tinue its appropriation in the same annual amount as heretofore. 


The Memorial Association has released a very excellent film in 
sound and color, 16mm., describing the various compartments of the 
Memorial. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina now has a copy of this 
film for its permanent use. In a recent issue of THE ORPHAN'S 
FRIEND AND MASONIC JOURNAL, the brethren of North Caro- 
lina were informed that this film is now in the office of the Grand 
Lodge in Raleigh, and that it can be obtained merely by writing a 
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letter requesting its use. Return postage is all that will be required 
of any lodge. This film really is a tour of the Memorial, and those who 
have seen it are lavish in their praise of its accurate and beautiful 
description of the things to be found in this Memorial. The Blue 
Lodges of North Carolina are encouraged to avail themselves of the 
use of this film.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE MASONIC & EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 18) 


Brother Troy G. Robbins, Superintendent of the Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., pre- 
sented the following report which was received and entered 
on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Six years ago the maximum number of Guests of the Home was 
fixed at 75. Today, the enrollment ceiling is set at 130, which is the 
number of residents we now have. This increased enrollment ac- 
counts for the fact that our per capita cost has only risen from $4.25 
to $5.03 per day. $1838.36 was the annual operating expense for each 
Guest. Our 1966 Operating Expense Budget totaled $284,246.85 but 
the current budget amounts to $321,965.80, which is but a 13% in- 
crease. 


Recent passage of amendments to the Social Security Law gives 
the monthly minimum of $35.00 to those of our Guests who have not 
worked the required number of quarters for participation in the Social 
Security Program, and who have reached the age of 72. 


Since all Guests contribute two-thirds of their Social Security in- 
come to the Home, we received $52,073.01 from them, $73.05 from all 
sources other than Masonic, and these amounts were applied on the 
total Operating Expense before prorating the balance on a 60-40 basis. 
The Eastern Star’s 40% share of the 1966 expenses was $92,840.32 
and the 60% paid by the Masons was $139,260.47. 


One hundred seventy-five Lodges gave more for the support of 
the Home in 1966 than for the previous year while one hundred 
twenty-three Lodges sent less. Forty Lodges sent no money to the 
Home last year while forty Lodges sent the same amount as during 
1965. The total contributions from all Masonic Sources exclusive of 
the $50,000.00 Grand Lodge appropriation was $124,234.16. 


After paying the 60% prorated operating expense we were able 
to apply $34,973.69 left over from all 1966 Masonic income on the Ma- 
sonic Share (60%) of our new building cost. 


Following is a progress report on our 10-year expansion program 
which began in the Fall of 1964 with the construction of a new heat- 
ing plant.

It is our hope that we will be able to serve them and others and in so 
doing, every North Carolina Mason will be fulfilling his Masonic ob- 
ligation.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
(Docket No. 19) 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home was presented and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on the Masonic and O.E.S. Home met at the 
Home on February 4, 1967. We examined the data Pertaining to the 
Budget and were heartened by the increased interest of the Masons in 
North Carolina. Their 1966 donations exceeded last year’s contribu- 
tions by approximately 11% or $12,318.00. This is gratifying but to 
meet our obligations at the enlarged Home and due to the increased 
costs of food, material and labor, we recommend a concerted effort 
be expended to increase our giving collectively in 1967 by 20% over 
1966. We are confident this will be done if every individual Mason in 
North Carolina is made aware of the excellent performance of the 
personnel at the Home, the fine new facilities they have there, and 
the expanded needs at the Home. More guests naturally mean more ex- 
pense. To this end and due to the increased responsibilities now sad- 
dled upon the superintendent at the Home, as Superintendent and 
Publicity Agent, we strongly recommend that in order to get the mes- 
sage of the Home to each individual Mason in North Carolina: 
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(1) The Superintendent of the Home extend a special 
invitation to each new D.D.G.M. to visit the Home for a brief- 
ing on what they have at the Home and what its needs are. 
This would include inspection of the Home and its operation 
and lunch with the Guests. 

(2) Further that the Grand Master encourage the D.D. 
G.M. visit to the Home in his letter of appointment so that it 
ultimately becomes a requirement before granting the letter 
of Past D.D.G.M. 

(3) That a noted journalist be hired to write a story 
about our Home for release to the various news media sub- 
scribed to by North Carolina Masons. 

(4) For ultimate financial support required by our en- 
larged Home, engage the services of a full-time Public Rela- 
tions Officer. This would take this load off the Superin- 
tendent of the Home and permit him to give full time atten- 
tion to the guests and operation of the Home. 

We toured the old and new buildings, visited with the guests, and 
had lunch with them. We received several unsolicited comments from 
satisfied and grateful guests. They appeared happy, contented and 
even mentioned the fine food and dining facilities provided by you 
Masons. These compliments coming from these elderly people of the 
Home speaks well for the staff and their considered operation of the 
Home. 

In closing we compliment W.'.Bro. Robbins and his entire staff 
on what we saw and what we heard. It made us realize how fortunate 
we Masons in North Carolina are to have such a dedicated staff to 
care for our elderly.

RESOLUTION TO AMEND THE CODE 
(Docket No. 20) 


(Note: This amendment was adopted. See Report of the Com- 
mittee on Masonic Jurisprudence on Page 129 Docket No. 42 of these 
Proceedings.) 


The following resolution of the Board of General Pur- 
poses to amend THE CODE at Regulation 95-31 was read 
by M.'.W.'.Brother Robert L. Pugh, P. G. M. and referred 
to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence and Committee 
on Finance on unanimous approval of the Grand Lodge: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


BE IT RESOLVED that regulation 95-31 be deleted in its entirety 
and substitute in lieu thereof the following: 
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The aprons of the officers of the Grand Lodge and Past Grand 
Masters may be of lambskin, leather, or cloth, with belt or tie 
cords, lining, borders, and tabs of purple for the Grand Master and 
Past Grand Masters, and royal blue for all other officers; aprons, 
tabs, and flap, trimmed with gold bullion; with the emblem of the 
officer or Past Grand Master embroidered on the body of the apron 
with gold bullion; the apron of the Grand Master or a Past Grand 
Master may be decorated by a wreath embroidered in the borders in 
gold bullion. See regulations 95-36 and 95-37 for designs of these 
aprons. 


Metal collars for all persons designated in this regulation shall 


have a color background to match the corresponding apron and shall 
be of a design approved by the Board of General Purposes. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE

The following proposed amendments to THE CODE 
were read by M.'.W.'.Brother W. Edward Burrier, P.G.M., 
and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence on 
unanimous approval of the Grand Lodge: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


REGULATION 33-01 
Under Reg. 33-01(1) entitled Boards, and 
C. The Board of Publications 
To amend Reg. 33-01 (3N) to add under Committees as follows: 
N. On Permanent Building 


REGULATION 38 


To add a new Section under Reg. 38 to be designated and num- 
bered 38-19, to read as follows: 


The Board of Publications shall consist of five members with 
staggered terms of from one to five years, to be chosen by The Board 
of General Purposes, as follows: one for five years, one for four years, 
one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, their suc- 
cessors to be chosen for five years. It shal] be the duty of this Com- 
mittee to establish the policies of the publication, to select the editor, 
who in turn will select his staff, to fix the compensation of the editor 
and his staff, and in general to have charge and supervision of the 
publication. 


To add another Section under Reg. 38 to be designated Reg. 38-20 
to read as follows: 


The Committee on Permanent Building shall consist of three 
members with staggered terms of from one to three years, to be 
appointed by the Grand Master, as follows: one for three years, one 
for two years, and one for one year and their successors to be appoint- 
ed for three year terms. This Committee shal] have general charge 
and supervision of the Grand Lodge Building, furnishings, equipment 
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and grounds, and shall have under its charge and supervision the 
upkeep, maintenance and preservation of the same. In matters of 
consequence and before expending any sizable sum the consent and 
approval of the Grand Lodge shall first be obtained. 


REGULATION 74-01 
To amend Reg. 74-01 by adding sub-division 13-A to read as 
follows: 
A. If his citizenship has not been restored in the event it was 
lost by such conviction and sentence. 


To add another section under Regulation 74-01 to be designated 
74-01 (15) and 74-01 (15A) as follows: 


15. Not have been either undesirably or dishonorably discharged 
from the Armed Forces of the United States. 


15. A. If separation from the Armed Forces was under either of 
the above classifications, satisfactory evidence must be 
submitted to verify the discharge has been changed by 
legal authority to at least a General Discharge.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON REMOVAL, OF HOLLIS LODGE NO. 535 
(Docket No. 24) 


The following report of the Special Committee on the 
removal of Hollis Lodge No. 535 was read by W.'.Brother 
Berl M. Kahn, Grand Marshal and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Charters and Dispensations: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Pursuant to resolution adopted by the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina at its Annual Meeting in 1966 (docket No. 40, 1966 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, pp. 131-132) the 
undersigned Committee was appointed by Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Arnold J. Koonce, Sr., to meet with Mooresboro Lodge No. 
388 which he ordered to hold an emergent communication on Monday, 
November 28, 1966 and with Hollis Lodge No. 535 which he ordered 
to hold an emergent communication on Tuesday, November 29, 1966, 
and with Mooresboro Lodge No. 388 again on Wednesday, November 
30, 1966, which he ordered to hold à second emergent communication 
with the officers and members of Hollis Lodge No. 535 attending 
said meeting, for the purpose of discussing and agreeing, if possible, 
on a satisfactory settlement of the existing controversy between the 
two lodges. The undersigned committee appointed by the Grand 
Master met with the respective lodges on the dates designated. Most 
Worshipful Grand Master Arnold J. Koonce, Sr. also attended and 
presided at said meetings. 

In addition to the foregoing emergent communications, the 
Grand Master and the committee met with several interested Ma- 
sonic Brethren from neighboring lodges and districts at lunch on 
Tuesday, November 29th. 

The committee and the Grand Master listened with patience to 
every brother who had any comment to make on the subject, examined 
the maps of the areas involved, inspected the old school building in 
which Hollis Lodge met prior to its temporary removal to Ellenboro 
and toured the area surrounding the two lodges in question. Based 
upon what it saw and heard, the committee makes the following 
findings of fact: 
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1. That in the summer of 1963, members of the Mooresboro Lodge 
learned that Hollis Lodge was meeting in Ellenboro, North Carolina. 


2. That upon investigation, Mooresboro Lodge learned that Hollis 
Lodge had been granted a special dispensation to meet on a temporary 
basis in Ellenboro, which lies within the jurisdiction of the Mooresboro 
Lodge, and that Hollis Lodge has in fact been meeting in Ellenboro 
for several years. 

3. That for a number of years both Mooresboro and Hollis Lodge, 
upon request, have freely granted waivers of jurisdiction for petition- 
ers residing within the jurisdiction of one lodge to petiticn the other 
lodge. 

4. That the lodge room in which the Hollis Lodge formerly met 
is located within an old, abandoned school building without sewerage 
facilities, owned by Mr. Pat Mooney. 

5. That the building is unfit for occupation without substantial 
renovations and improvement. 

6. That the owner of the building wi!l not lease the building 
except upon a year to year basis. 

7. That Hollis Lodge would be required to make all necessary 
expenditure for the necessary improvement to the property except 
for the installation of an electric pump in an existing well. 


8. That the expense necessary to put the building in condition so 
that it may be used for lodge purposes would be prohibitive. 


9. That the Hollis Lodge and its entire jurisdiction lies within 
Rutherford County. 


10. That a majority of the membership of Hollis Lodge reside in 
the southern part of the jurisdiction of Hollis Lodge. 


11.That the territory in and around Hollis and to the north 
thereof is sparsely populated. 


12. That a majority of the membership of Hollis Lodge has 
expressed a desire to relocate in the southern part of its jurisdiction. 


13. That Hollis Lodge has acquired about one and one-half (14) 
acres of land in the Walls Church community which lies about three 
and one-half (34%) miles north of Ellenboro. 


14. That Hollis Lodge desires to build on said tract of land and 
to relocate in the Walls Church community. 


15. That Moooresboro Lodge, at a stated communication, has 
agreed to accept a relocation of the Hollis Lodge in the Walls Church 
community if the Grand Lodge of North Carolina approves such 
relocation, and to the establishment of a jurisdictional line by metes 
and bounds which are defined in the report between the Mooresboro 
Lodge and the Hollis Lodge as follows: 

BEGINNING at the junction of Road No. 1763 with Road No. 

1762 and runs thence with Road No. 1762 to the junction of Road 

No. 1764; thence with Road No. 1764 to the junction of Road No. 

1765; thence with Road No. 1765 to the junction of Road No. 1749; 

thence with Road No. 1749 to the intersection of Road No. 1793: 

thence with Road No. 1793 to the junction of Road No. 1776; 

thence with Road No. 1776 to the junction of Road No. 1007 the 

point of TERMINATION. 
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Based upon the foregoing findings of fact, your committee is 
of the opinion that it will be for the best interest of Masonry for 
Hollis Lodge and RECOMMENDS that Hollis Lodge be permitted to 
relocate in the Walls Church community on the property which it has 
acquired; that Hollis Lodge be allowed to retain all of its existing 
jurisdictional boundaries between all adjacent lodges except that the 
line between the Hollis Lodge and the Mooresboro Lodge and that 
the jurisdictional boundary between the said Mooresboro and Hollis 
Lodges be established by metes and bounds as herein above set forth. 


By way of further explanation, the committee reports that it 
has contacted all lodges whose territory adjoins that of Hollis Lodge 
and that each lodge has expressed approval of the foregoing recom- 
mendation and that your committee is of the opinion that unless the 
recommendation is accepted, Hollis Lodge may be compelled to sur- 
render its Charter and that Masonry in general and Hollis Lodge 
in particular may suffer as a result thereof.

The following resolution of the Board of Publication 
was read by M.'.W.'.Brother Robert L. Pugh, P. G. M.;

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M. of North 
Carolina in its Annual Communication held in Winston-Salem in 
April, 1966, approved a resolution authorizing the appointment of a 
Grand Lodg2 Publications Committee to be charged with the respons- 
ibility of issuing monthly a Masonic publication of a certain specific 
size to be distributed to every Master Mason whose membership is in 
a North Carolina Blue Lodge, and 


WHEREAS, the committee charged with this responsibility was 
subsequently appointed by the Board of General Purposes and has held 
several meetings relative to the issuance of the publication as set 
forth in the approved resolution, and 


WHEREAS, this committee has made considerable satisfactory 
progress in taking care of many of the details involved in such a 
publication, NOW BE it found itself confronted with certain organiza- 
tional factors which, as set forth in the initial resolution, would react 
to the financia] detriment of the Grand Lodge and would not at the 
same time produce a publication which the committee feels would be 
practical at this time, 
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THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, by the Board of Publication 
of The North Carolina Mason that approval be given by the Grand 
Lodge of A. F. & A. M. of North Carolina to the following corrective 
request: 

1. That responsibility for the printing, publishing, and dis- 
tributing of The North Carolina Mason be handled by the Board of 
Publication in such a manner as would reflect a wise and jealous 
regard and concern by the committee for the funds made available 
for the publication. 

2. That instead of the sixteen page magazine type of publication 
as required in the initial resolution, the committee shall initially 
give its consideration to an eight page magazine type measuring 
approximately 9 X 12 inches, but that it also have the privilege with 
due regard and concern for all of the elements involved in the 


publication to make whatever changes it may deem advisable and 
necessary. 


3. Since the first publication of The North Carolina Mason has

GRAND LODGE OF ENGLAND 
(Docket No. 26) 


The following resolution by the Board of General Pur- 
poses was read by M.".W.*.Brother Charles A. Harris, P.G. 
M., Grand Secretary and was adopted. The portion of this 
resolution pertaining to finance was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of England, the mother Grand 
Lodge of the world, is this year celebrating the 250th anniversary of 
its birth as a symbolic Grand Lodge; and 

WHEREAS, This is an occasion of tremendous significance which 
will be recognized by Grand Lodges throughout the world in many 
different ways; and 

WHEREAS, Even though there will be limitations on space 
availability in London, the Grand Lodge of England nevertheless has 
seen fit to be generous in the invitations extended to all of the Grand 
Jurisdictions in general, but especially to the thirteen original colonies 
in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, its generous and liberal recognition of the original 
thirteen American colonies expressed itself in a gracious and personal 
invitation to the Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, the Grand

Secretary, and the Giand Representative of the Grand Lodge of 
England in North Carolina to be present for the anniversary cele- 
bration; therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, By the Board of General Purposes that a 
recommendation be made to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to 
give significant recognition to the gracious invitation extended by 
the Grand Lodge of England by memorializing in all of the Blue 
Lodges in North Carolina the debt of gratitude we owe to our mother 
Grand Lodge of England; that we furthermore acknowledge that debt 
in a concrete way by expressing our deep appreciation to the Grand 
Lodge of England in the designation of the four persons to whom the 
invitation has been extended as the official representatives of the

RESOLUTION OF GOLDSBORO LODGE NO. 634 
RE OFFICIAL STANDARDS OF THE WORK 
(Docket No. 27) 

(Note: This Resolution adopted. See Report of the Board of 
Custodians, Page 123, Docket No. 40 of these Proceedings.) 

The folowing resolution of Goldsboro Lodge No. 634 was 
read by W.'.Brother Robert P. Dudley and referred to the 
Board of Custodians: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

As you know, it has been the practice in the past several years to 
issue subordinate lodges extra OSW’s as needed not to exceed a total 
of five copies. This was authorized by the Grand Lodge in 1962, at 
which time they placed responsibility for this function in the hands of 
the Board of Custodians. The Board of Custodians was charged to 
make the determination as to whether such extra copies should or 
should not be issued. 

Our lodge has recently encountered difficulties in obtaining extra 
copies of the OSW. We subsequently requested that the Board of 
Custodians authorize the issue of same, however this request was 
denied. We were informed that extra copies of the OSW would no 
longer be issued. Unfortunately, with the press of time and the Grand 
Lodge meeting impending, we have not had sufficient time to get a 
complete explanation for denial of our request. 

While we can sympathize with the difficulty in issuing and con- 
trolling a large number of manuals, and while we accept the fact that 
this would be an expensive operation, we cannot feel that this decision 
is a proper one. The Alpha and Omega of Masonic work rests in the 
ritual. To go even further, the ritual is not only the beginning and 
the end but accounts for most of the true values in between these 
two extremes. Since the ritual is the technique used to teach basic 
is and concepts, it is in reality the heart of the Masonic 

rder. 


We feel that no matter what the problems, this capability of 
education should in no way be diminished. To do so is to become so 
entangled with satellited causes and programs as to detract from the 
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most basic need. It is like investing twelve million dollars in a super- 
market and then hiring only one cashier because to hire more would 
bring about problems of increased salaries, and purchases of cash reg- 
isters. We have millions of dollars and millions of manhours invested 
in our fraternity. For the sake of minor difficulties, are we to sacri- 
fice the proficiency on the ritual. Emphatically not, we MUST get the 
OSW in the hands of non-officer members who need to know. 

It would be better to take whatever action is necessary even if 
this includes employing additional persons in the Grand Secretary's 
office rather than let this most important of all needs go unmet. To 
do otherwise is to chip away at the very cornerstone of our fraternity. 

Overly stringent restrictions on issuing OSW's, if continued, will 
eventually erode the proficiency of all the lodges. With that thought 
in mind the matter was presented to Goldsboro Lodge No. 634. Every 
member at that meeting voted in favor of having the following resolu- 
tion introdueed at this Grand Lodge meeting. 

“Whereas the Board of Custodians has the authority to authorize 
the issuance of additional copies of the official standard of the work; 
and 

"Whereas, the official standard of the work is the foundation 
upon which the ritual is built; 

and 

“Whereas, this being a matter of such great impact, problems of 
administration and/or expense should not be considered sufficient to 
detract from this capability, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 


That the Grand Lodge instruct the Board of Custodians to issue 
at least three extra copies of the OSW to all requesting subordinate 
lodges."

The Trustees of the Grand Lodge Retirement Program imple- 
mented the Retirement Program adopted by the Grand Lodge during 
its last Annual Session immediately after the close of the Grand 
Lodge. This program pertaining to the Employees of the Grand Lodge 
was placed with Security Life and Trust Company with an effective 
date of January 1, 1966.

JOHN WALLACE WINBORNE 
Eulogy Presented by 
M.'.W.'. WILLIAM J. BUNDY, P.G.M. 


It is not an easy thing to portray properly and adequately the 
life and character of a man. His deeds themselves are his life; his 
life portrays his character. The life of M.'.W.'.Brother John Wallace 
Winborne speaks eloquently of the kind of man he was: strong and 
sturdy, diligent and thorough, a man of integrity of mind and pur- 
pose, wise and calm, a good man and Mason. It is said that the high- 
est compliment that can be paid a man is emulation. This great and 
good man was so complimented. | 

He was completely without affectation, sham or pretense; he was 
himself, in his relations with his fellowman, in his work and labors, 
in his viewpoint on life here and hereafter. 

M.'.W.'.Brother Winborne was the Senior Past Grand Master 
of this Grand Lodge at his death. He served as Grand Master in 
1931, beyond the ken of many of you here. But he left a rich heritage; 
older Masons speak of him today. He became a Mason in 1917, a 
Knight Templar in 1920, and a Shriner in Oasis Temple the same 
year. He was District Deputy Grand Master of the 44th District in 
1921 and 1922. In 1923 he was appointed Grand Steward by Grand 
Master Hubert M. Poteat, serving with distinction in the several 
offices in the Grand Lodge, and with marked distinction as Grand 
Master. Thereafter for many, many years, until his duties on the 
Supreme Court and his health would not permit he served many Grand 
Lodge Boards and Committees. 

Justice Winborne, as he was called, because of his long and dis- 
tinguished service on the Supreme Court of North Carolina, was 
active in civic, business, political and religious life of the State. He 
served on various boards of directors of private corporations. He was 
a devoted member of the Episcopal Church, and served on its official 
board. 

M.'.W..Brother Winborne had the distinction of being selected 
by and serving under two Governors: J. C. B. Ehringhaus and Clyde: 


JOHN WALLACE WINBORNE 


Marion, North Carolina 
Born: July 12, 1884—Died: July 9, 1966 
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R. Hoey, as State Chairman of the Democratic Party, a position he 
held from 1932 to 1937. 

He began the practice of law in Marion in 1907, with J. W. Pless, 
father of the now Justice J. W. Pless, and continued practice there 
until 1937, when he went on the Supreme Court of North Carolina, 
where he served with distinction for nearly twenty-five years, a little 
over five years of which was as Chief Justice. In 1946 the University 
of North Carolina, his Alma Mater, conferred on him the Honorary 
Degree of Doctor of Laws. 


Upon his passing, Brother and Governor Dan Moore said: 

“North Carolina will be indebted for the outstanding service ren- 
dered by the Honorable J. Wallace Winborne. The grief of his family 
will be tempered by the realization that he faithfully devoted his life 
to justice under the law.” 

Speaking of his service on the Supreme Court, Brother Emery B. 
Denny, who served with him on the Supreme Court a long time, and 
who succeeded him as Chief Justice, said: 

“As an Associate Justice of the Supreme Court and as Chief 
Justice he was diligent and thorough in his research. He insisted on 
familiarizing himself with the authorities he cited in support of his 
opinions. His opinions were thorough and always supported by many 
citations previously handed down by the Court. He was a loyal friend 
and a man of impeccable character and integrity. He loved the law 
and his State without reservation, and he served both with devotion 
and honor.” 

He was a strong, stalwart man. He stood tall among his fellow- 
men. Now that this mighty oak is fallen, there is an emptiness against 
the sky. We greatly miss him, and we mourn his passing, but we are 
glad that he lived and wrought among us, and was one of us. 

May the Lord rest his ashes and give peace to his immortal soul.

PRESENTATION OF BOOK 


“CONSTITUTIONS OF THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
FRATERNITY OF FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS” 


(Docket No. 36) 
M.'.W.'.Brother Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., made the fol- 
lowing presentation and, upon motion, it was unanimously 
adopted to accept the book: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
Brethren: 

First of all, I direct your attention to this question: When is a 
book said to be old? Or, expressed in another way, when may a book 
be classified as “rare”? According to Dr. Lawrence F. London, cura- 
tor of rare books at the University of North Carolina, Chapel Hill. 
“A book may be classified as rare if it meets any of several classifi- 
cations. Any book printed in Europe before 1700, or in the Americas 
before 1820, may be classified as a rare book. Second, is the number 
of copies still available; and third, books signed by important authors, 
or owners, may be put into the rare category, as may be books printed 
or bound by famous people.” 

Under any one of these qualifications, or under all of them, the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina today is placed in a most fortunate 
position, for through our Most Worshipful Grand Master, our Grand 
Lodge has now come into possession of a book of rare vintage and of 
fascinating Masonic interest, a volume published at Worcester, Mass- 
achusetts, 1798. This book is entitled, ““Constitutions of the Ancient 
and Honorable Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons; Collected 
and digested from their old records, faithful, traditions and lodge 
books for the use of lodges, together with the history and general reg- 
ulations of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts.” 

This interesting volume, now well worn with age and use, was 
compiled by the Reverend Thaddeus Mason Harris, A.M., who was a 
member of the Massachusetts Historical Society and who, more 
appropriately for our understanding, was the Grand Chaplain to the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. It was also printed by a Mason, Broth- 
er Isaiah Thomas. 

Before approval was given to the publication of this volume, it 
was reviewed by a Grand Lodge committee, studied thoroughly by 
them, and on the 25th of June, 1798, in the City of Boston, this com- 
mittee recommended its publication. Of interest to us, is the fact that 
this committee of five brethren included the name of one of our out- 
standing patriots of the Revolutionary Period, Brother Paul Revere. 

Authorization for its publication, after favorable vote by the 
Grand Lodge, was given by the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
Josiah Bartlett; by the Deputy Grand Master, Brother Samuel Dunn; 
and the Grand Wardens, Brothers Joseph Laughton and William 
Little. 
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The book consists of five parts, comprising a total of 285 pages. 
Part one deals with the ancient constitutions as they relate, first of 
all, to those who would become Free and Accepted Masons. From this, 
the volume proceeds into a discussion of the lodge and the government 
of the lodge. The behavior of Masons, while members of the lodge and 
also in their private character, also receives a great deal of considera- 
tion. And it concludes with a discussion of the Grand Lodge in general. 


Part two goes into a description of some of the ancient ceremonies 
relating to the constituting and consecrating of a lodge and the instal- 
lation of its officers. The ceremony of laying the foundation stone of 
a public edifice likewise is included. All of these ceremonies contain 
much of the same language and phraseology that we use today. Other 
ceremonies such as those used in the dedication of Freemasons halls, 
and the ceremony to be used at funerals, as well as other processions 
are included and likewise contain expressions similar to those in our 
ceremonies at the present time. 


Our brethren will certainly be interested in the fascinating cere- 
mony that was used during that era relating to the opening of a 
bridge. This will come as interesting information to many of our 
brethren today, but this rare ceremony goes on to say, “The Grand 
Lodge, neighboring lodges and brethren, move in procession to the 
new bridge, attended by magistrates and gentlemen of the vicinity. 
They form, in order, at the entrance of the bridge. The Grand Mas- 
ter, with his Wardens, then examines the work and finding it to be 
“well constructed and fit for public use,’ he calls his proclamation to 
made accordingly. The Grand Honors are then given—a short address 
is made, and an ode sung adapted to the occasion. 


“They then march over the bridge and return with music. The 
proclamations are again made, after which there is a discharge of 
artillery. The Grand Lodge then returns in procession and is closed in 
form.” And that concludes the ceremony used at the opening of a 
bridge. Perhaps the knowledge of such a ceremony comes as a sur- 
prise to you also. 


Part three deals with charges, addresses, and prayers. And once 
again, much of the language is similar to that used in our lodges to- 
day. 

Part four relates to the history of Freemasonry in New England, 
and part five concludes with a collection of anthems and songs for 
public occasions, as well as a fascinating section dealing with Masonic 
toasts. There are 40 of these toasts, the first of which, as might have 
been expected, was to be made our “Right Worshipful Brother, George 
Washington and Craft, with the honors of Masonry.” And, while all 
of them are extremely interesting and appropriate, the twenty-fifth 
one is very challenging in its import, for it is as follows: “May every 
Free and Accepted Mason rise in the East, find refreshment in the 
South, and when he rests in the West, may he enjoy the fellowship 
and receive the same reward that our patron, the good Saint John, 
received, that of being the disciple whom the Savior of Mankind loved.” 
And the fortieth toast appropriately enough is “to all mankind.” 

This ancient volume comes to us, as I have said, through our 


Most Worshipful Grand Master. He received it from a member of 
New London Lodge No. 420, F. & A. M., of New London, New York, a 
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good and generous brother by the name of Richard J. Carver. Brother 
Carver gave the book to a good friend of his, Brother J. Roscoe 
Adams, who has long enjoyed the friendship of our Grand Master. 
Brother Adams in turn presented the book to our Grand Master, and 
he has asked that it now be presented to the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, to find a safe repository in our Grand Lodge Library. 

I would move you, therefore, Most Worshipful Sir, that the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina do now accept this rare volume of Masonic 
information with expressions of deep and sincere appreciation to all 
of those who have played a part in its presentation, Brother Carver, 
Brother Adams, and our Grand Master. As we move to accept this 
volume, we will at the same time transmit our expressions of appre- 
ciation to these brethren, assuring them that the volume will receive 
the careful and considerate attention that its rarity and uniqueness 
would require.

The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following 
report: 

1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been com- 
pleted since the Annual Communication in 1966, and now pending 
before the Committee, wherein the accused has been expelled under 
the provisions of Regulation 99-22, by order or judgment of the 
Judge Advocate. We particularly directed our attention to the strict 
compliance with the Regulation, and in each of the following cases 
we recomend that the Judge Advocate be affirmed by the Grand 
Lodge:

2. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been com- 
pleted since the Annual Communication in 1966, and now pending 
before the Committee, wherein the punishment imposed was expulsion, 
or the accused was found not guilty, and in none of which neither the 
accused nor the complainant or the lodge involved appealed from the 
decision of the Trial Commission. We directed our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of 
notice upon the accused, and competency and weight of the evidence 
presented at the trial, and the decision of the Commission, all in 
accordance with the Regulations of the Grand Lodge as contained in 
Chapters 98 to 106 inclusive of THE CODE of 1948 as amended. Your 
Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in each case, 
and recommends that the judgment of the Trial Commission in each 
case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge:

APPLICATIONS FOR RESTORATION 


1. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of Owen Earl 
Jenkins, Jr. to Masonic Rights and Privileges. The application was 
filed with the Grand Secretary more than thirty (30) days before 
this Annual Communication. This applicant was dismembered June 8, 
1965 (Trial Docket 218). A true copy of the application with state- 
ments or grounds upon which the applicant seeks restoration was 
served on Lafayette Lodge No. 83, A. F. & A. M. in accordance with 
Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948 as amended, on December 20, 
1966, more than ninety (90) days befcre this Annual Communication. 
At a stated communication thereafter Lafayette Lodge No. 83 unani- 
mously recommended that he be restored to the rights and privileges 
of Masonry. After carefully examining the record in this matter, and 
taking into consideration all factors involved, this Committee recom- 
mends that the Grand Lodge restore Owen Earl Jenkins, Jr. to all the 
Rights and Privileges of a non-affiliated Mason. 

2. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of Simeon 
Tess Enzor, formerly a Fellowcraft, to Masonic Rights and Privi- 
leges. All requirements as to filing with the Grand Secretary and 
service on Fair Bluff Lodge No. 190, A. F. & A. M., from which the 
applicant was dismembered on February 10, 1954, (Trial Docket No. 
74), have been strictly complied with. All members of the lodge in at- 
tendance at the stated communication of February 18, 1967, expressed 
the opinion that he has paid for “his mistakes made to society,” 
and recommend favorable action on his petition by the Grand Lodge. 
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After carefully examining the record, and taking into consideration 
all factors involved, this Committee recommends that Simeon Tess 
Enzor be restored by the Grand Lodge to all the Rights and Privi- 
leges of a non-affiliated Fellowcraft Mason. 


3. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of Carl Russell 
Knight to Masonic Rights and Privileges. The applicant was dismem- 
bered March 26, 1960. All requirements have been complied with. This 
is Trial Docket No. 160. This application was disapproved in 1962, but 
five more years have passed, and innumerable Masons have strongly 
recommended favorable action. After carefully examining the record, 
and considering all factors involved, this Committee recommends that 
the Grand Lodge restore Carl Russell Knight to all the Rights and 
Privileges of a non-affiliated Mason. 


4. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of Jimmy Ray 
Wood to Masonic Rights and Privileges. This applicant was dismem- 
bered September 25, 1965 (Trial Docket No. 223). All requirements 
of THE CODE have been complied with by the applicant. His former 
lodge, Greensboro Lodge No. 76, A. F. & A. M., at a stated communi- 
cation, unanimously voted to recommend favorable action on his 
petition, the Secretary advising "that he has repented and made full 
retribution for his actions." After carefully examining the record in 
this matter, and taking into consideration all factors involved, this 
Committee recommends that the Grand Lodge restore Jimmy Ray 
Wood to all the Rights and Privileges of a non-affiliated Mason.

Louis W. Shrier, P.M., P.D.D.G.M. was elected Secretary. 


FEES FOR LECTURE SERVICE 
*4. No change was made in the present allowance for fees for the 
Lecture Service to Lodges. We recommend that no change be made 
at this time in the allowance for fees for this service. 
*This recommendation was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


RULES GOVERNING THE LECTURE SERVICE 
5. The Rules Governing the Lecture Service may be found in the 
Appendix of THE CODE, at Page A-54. The last issue of the rules is 
dated July 31, 1966. 


MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS FOR 
A SCHOOL, OF INSTRUCTION 

6. The schedule of minimum requirements for an Area or a Dis- 
trict School of Instruction previously adopted June 8, 1956, and re- 
vised June 10, 1961, was reconsidered and further revised on Septem- 
ber 9, 1961, to specifically provide for holding these schools on a one- 
day or on a two-day schedule within fourteen consecutive days. The 
last revision of June 10, 1966, repeals all schedules heretofore prom- 
ulgated and they may be found in the Lecture Service Book issued by 
the Board of Custodians and dated November 1, 1966. 


DUTIES OF A DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURER 

7. The duties prescribed for a District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
will be found in Regulation 35-08 (2B) of THE CODE, as amended 
at Regulation 35-08 (2B.4), docket no. 57, 1964 proceedings of April 
22, 1964. 


THE RULES GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDARD OF 
THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 

8. On June 8, 1962, this Board adopted and promulgated certain 
amendments to the Rules Governing the Official Standard of the 
Work and the Vocabulary which Rules were originally adopted in 
April, 1948. These amendments became effective on June 8, 1962, and 
will be found in The Code on Pages À-52a—4A-52c. 

9. The Grand Lecturer reported that 100 lodges would need Lec- 
ture Service as of June 10, 1966. 

10. The Grand Lecturer reported that the programs for Schools 
of Instruction, Lecture Service and for the Lodge System of Masonic 
Education were being urged as vigorously as possible to get the de- 
sired results. 

11. It was adopted by the Board that all new Certificates of 
Proficiency be dated to expire five (5) years from the last day of 
examination held each year. 


SECOND MEETING 
1. On September 9, 1966, the Board met in the Grand Lodge Office 
Building 2921 Glenwood Avenue, Raleigh, N. C. M.'.W.'.Arnold J. 
Koonce, Sr., Grand Master, Chairman ex-officio presided. All mem- 
bers were present except W.'.Walter Herman Hardee, P.M., C.L. Vis- 
itor M.".W.'.G. Dudley Humphrey, P.G.M., C.L. and W.'.R. Pete 
Dudley, P.M. 
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2. Brother Joseph H. Lane, C.L., resigned as District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer of the Eighth Masonic District and Brother William 
Floyd Tomason, C.L., was appointed to fill this vacancy. Brother 
Ronald W. Loftis, P.M., C.L., resigned as District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer of the Thirteenth Masonic District and Brother Morton 
Fleishman, C.L., was appointed to fill this vacancy. 

3. The loan and use of five additional copies of the OSW to 
lodges was discontinued under the provisions of REG. 30-03(1) of 
THE CODE. This was necessitated because of the improper manner 
of accounting for these books. 

4, The Secretary reported that plans are being made for examin- 
ations for proficiency during September, 1966, and there are 80 Class 
“A” and 1 Class “B” due for re-examination. The Board authorized 
the application of Regulation 35-07 (4) to those cases coming under 
its provisions, for failure to appear when called for re-examination. 

5. The Board decided to continue the Area Plan for Proficiency 
Examinations for 1966. 

6. The Board decided to exemplify the Third Degree at the annual 
communication of the Grand Lodge in 1967, at Raleigh, and the Grand 
Lecturer was authorized to make all necessary arrangements for the 
work,

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence made the fol- 
lowing report which was read, and each item and subdivis- 
ion was adopted by more than two-thirds of the votes cast, 
then the report as a whole was adopted by a unanimous 
vote:

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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


After due deliberation and careful consideration your Committee 
on Magonic Jurisprudence reports: 


CIVIL CORPORATIONS 
MASONIC CENTER OF FAYETTEVILLE, N. C. 


A petition by Creasy Proctor Lodge No. 679, A. F. & A. M., John 
Huske Anderson Lodge No. 731, A. F. & A. M., and the York Rite 
Bodies of Fayetteville, namely: Phoenix Chapter No. 2, Royal Arch 
Masons, Fayetteville Council No. 27, Royal and Select Masters, and 
Palestine Commandery No. 20, Knights Templar, to form a civil cor- 
poration under the laws of North Carolina, by the corporate name of 
The Masonic Center of Fayetteville, N. C., together with copies of the 
charter and by-laws, pursuant to REG. 4-06 of THE CODE, has been 
filed with the Grand Secretary, and referred to this Committee. The. 
Committee has carefully examined and considered the same, and ap- 
proves said charter and by-laws as to form and content, and in the 
light of Masonic Jurisprudence and the civil law. We recommend that 
the same be approved by the Grand Lodge. 


RESOLUTIONS TO AMEND THE CODE 


We recommend that the following amendments to the Code be ap- 
proved: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


1. To amend Reg. 33-01 (3N) to add under Committees as follows: 
N. Permanent Building. 


2. To add another Section under Reg. 38 to be designated and num- 
bered Reg. 38-20 to read as follows: 


The Committee on Permanent Building shall consist of three 
members with staggered terms of from one to three years, to be 
appointed by the Grand Master, as follows: one for three years, 
one for two years, and one for one year and their successors to be 
appointed for three year terms. This committee shall have gen- 
eral charge and supervision of the Grand Lodge Building, furn- 
ishings, equipment and grounds, and shall have under its charge 
and supervision the upkeep, maintenance and preservation of the 
same. In matters of consequence and before expending any siz- 
able sum the consent and approval of the Grand Lodge shall first 
be obtained. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


1. Under Reg. 33-01 (1) entitled Boards, add 
C. The Board of Publications 


2. Under Reg. 38 add a new Section to be designated Reg. 38-19, to 
read as follows: 


The Board of Publications shall consist of five members with 
staggered terms of from one to five years, to be chosen by The 
Board of General Purposes, as follows: one for five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one 
year, their successors to be chosen for five years. It shall be the 
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duty of this Committee to establish the policies of the publica- 
tion, to select the editor, who in turn will select his staff, to fix 
the compensation of the editor and his staff, and in general to 
have charge and supervision of the publication. 


RESOLUTION TO AMEND REGULATION 74-01 


1. To amend Reg. 74-01 by adding sub-division 13-A to read as fol- 
lows: 


A. If his citizenship has not been restored in the event it was 
lost by such conviction and sentence. 


To add another section under Regulation 74-01 to be designated 74-01 
(15) and 74-01 (15A) as follows: 
15. Not have been either undesirably or dishonorably discharged 
from the armed forces of the U. S. 
15 (A). If separation from the armed forces was under either of 
the above classifications, satisfactory evidence must be submitted 
to verify the discharge has been changed by legal authority to 
at least a General Discharge. 


The Board of General Purposes presented the following Resolution to 
amend THE CODE: 


Delete Section 95-81 in its entirety and substitute in lieu thereof 
the following: 

The aprons of the officers of the Grand Lodge and Past Grand 
Masters may be of lambskin, leather, or cloth, with belt or tie 
cords, lining, borders, and tabs of purple for the Grand Master 
and Past Grand Masters, and royal blue for all other officers; 
aprons, tabs, and flap, trimmed with gold bullion; with the 
emblem of the officer or Past Grand Master embroidered on the 
body of the apron with gold bullion; the apron of the Grand Mas- 
ter or a Past Grand Master may be decorated by a wreath em- 
broidered in the borders in gold bullion. See Regulations 95-36 and 
95-37 for designs of these aprons. 

Metal collars for all persons designated in this regulation shall 
have a color background to match the corresponding apron and 
shall be of design approved by the Board of General Purposes. 


DISPENSATIONS 


We approve the dispensations listed on Page 5 of the Grand Mas- 
ter’s Report: 

We also approve the dispensation on Page 6 granted LaFayette 
Lodge No. 83 with addition of the following sentence which has been 
concurred in by the Grand Master: 

“After careful examination of this matter it was made to appear 

to the Grand Master by positive and unquestionable evidence that 

the ballot was clearly and grossly illegal as outlined in the provis- 
ions of Reg. 76-16 of the Code”. (See Grand Master’s Report, 

Page 6 paragraph 2). 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 


In this report, the Grand Master lists Opinions Nos. 1 to 16. We 
recommend approval of all opinions as written with the exception of 
Opinion No. 3. 
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In Opinion No. 3 the Grand Master has added after the follow- 
ing words “. ... it is my opinion” the following definitive phrase “in 
this particular case that. . .” and with that amending phrase readily 
concurred in by the Grand Master, we recommend approval. 


ONE-STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


We recommend the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. 


ORDERS 


The Grand Master reported that he issued two orders. We recom- 
mend that the Grand Lodge approve each of these orders (Nos. 1 and 
2) as reported by him. 


The following order (No. 3) was made too late for it to be in- 
cluded in the Grand Master's Report: 


“The Secretary of Henry F. Grainger Lodge No. 412 has advised 
me in the matter of the illegal initiation of Brother Luey Arthur 
Finch, Jr., on April 8, 1967, and of the failure of the lodge to 
complete the degree. The initiation of Brother Finch on the same 
night on which he was elected to receive the degrees is a clear 
violation of Regulation 79-30 (1) of THE CODE, and the fact 
that the lodge also failed to give the lecture in this degree is a 
violation of Regulation 79-22. It is therefore ORDERED: 


1. That Henry F. Grainger Lodge No. 412 heal Entered Appren- 
tice Finch at the first stated communication following receipt of 
this Order, as provided in Regulation 94-05. It shall be sufficient 
only to re-obligate this candidate in the First Degree, in a lodge 
opened on that degree, following which the lecture must be given, 
and after the candidate has been thus healed, he may then be 
advanced when prepared as required in Regulation 80-01. 


2. This Order shall be read in the lodge at the first stated com- 
munication following its receipt, and it shall be made a part of 
the minutes of that meeting so the members may refer to it in the 
future.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENCE 
(Docket No. 44) 


The following report of the Committee on Fraternal Cor- 
respondence was read by M.'.W.'.Charles A. Harris, PGM, 
Grand Secretary and unanimously adopted. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We herewith submit our sixth Annual Report of the Committee 
on Fraternal Correspondence of this Grand Jurisdiction. 

For the last two or three years, we have devoted our report almost 
entirely to Edicts and Resolutions relating to the Grand Lodge of 
Cuba in Cuba and to the Grand Lodge of Cuba in exile in Florida. 

However, the situation has changed this year. A message ad- 
dressed “To the Masonic World” by Dr. Juan Jose Tarajano, Past 
Grand Master of Masons in Cuba in Exile in Florida and an Edict 
by M.'.W..Brother William M. Hollis, Grand Master of Masons in 
Florida, can best express the changes which have taken place. 

The following is a part of the message of Dr. Tarajano: 

"Effective on December 31, 1966, I have relinquished the powers 
and prerogatives vested in me as the last duly and freely elected and 
installed Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Cuba. The Grand 
Lodge of Cuba will enter a period of complete recess which I hope will 
not last for a long time. It will remain in darkness until the Cuban 
people regain their freedom. Now it will be clearly understood that I 
am not, and never was, motivated by personal reasons. 
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“Regular Cuban Master Masons in exile will associate them- 
selves with a purely patriotic purpose and I have advised them to 
apply for affiliation with regular lodges in the places where they 
now reside in order to continue their Masonic career in exile until 
freedom be restored in Cuba.” 


We now quote as follows the Edict issued by the Grand Master of 
Florida, M.*.W.'.Brother William M. Hollis: 


“WHEREAS, under date of December 31, A.L. 5966, A.D. 1966, 
Most Worshipful Juan Jose Tarajano, the last duly elected Grand 
Master of Masons of Cuba, advised the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge 
of Florida and the Masonic World that, effective December 31, A.L. 
5966, A.D. 1966, he had relinquished the powers and prerogatives 
vested in him as the last duly and freely elected and installed Grand 
Master of Masons of Cuba and that he had placed the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of Cuba, A. F. & A. M., in complete darkness until the 
Cuban people regain their freedom and had deposited the Great Seal 
of the Grand Lodge A. F. & A. M. of Cuba with the Chairman of the 
Cuban Relief and Avouchment Committee of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge F. & A. M. of Florida for the purpose of depositing the 
same in the office of the Grand Secretary of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of Florida for safekeeping; and 

“WHEREAS, by virtue of this action on the part of Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Tarajano, it becomes impossible to fulfill one of the 
requirements set forth in the existing Edict governing Cuban Masons 
in the Grand Jurisdiction of Florida; and 


“WHEREAS, the Cuban Relief and Avouchment Committee of 
the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge F. & A. M. of Florida, after due 
deliberation, has recommended a modification in the existing Edict 
in order to comply with all other requirements of said Edict and to 
safeguard the rights of Cuban Masons, as well as the rights of the 
Brethren of this Grand Jurisdiction; 

*NOW, THEREFORE, I WILLIAM M. HOLLIS, GRAND MAS- 
TER OF MASONS IN FLORIDA, DO NOW ISSUE THIS EDICT 
AND I HEREBY DIRECT: 

(1) That, until further notice, no Lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction 
of Florida, F. & A. M., nor any of its Masters, Wardens and Brethren, 
recognize or admit or permit visitations into such Lodge by a Brother 
claiming Masonic membership through a Lodge of Cuba, except and 
unless such Brother present a Certificate for Visitation, approving 
such brother, issued by the Cuban Avouchment Committee of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge F. € A. M., and bearing the Great 
Seal of the Grand Lodge F. & A. M. of Florida and the signature of 
the Grand Secretary thereof. 

(2) That except as herein amended and modified, all other terms 
and conditions of the existing Edict of Most Worshipful Brother John 
T. Rose, Jr., shall remain in full force and effect. 

(3) That this Edict shall be read at the next two regular meet- 
ings, i.e, stated communication of all particular lodges of the Grand 
Jurisdiction of Florida, after receipt hereof. 

(4) That the Grand Secretary shall make such distribution of this 
Edict to the Masonie World as shall be appropriate. 
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“THIS EDICT MADE AND ISSUED and to be effective from 
this 27th day January, A.L. 5967, A.D. 1967.” 

Since there is no Grand Lodge of Cuba in Exile in Florida, and 
since the Grand Lodge of North Carolina does not recognize the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba in Cuba, we think it proper, in order to safeguard some 
future organization from assuming authority over the Documents of 
Cuban Masonry, to refuse recognition to either the Grand Lodge of 
Cuba in Cuba or whenever or wherever this authority is assumed. 

Therefore, we do not recognize any organization referring to the 
Grand Lodge of Cuba, either in Cuba or in Exile, until such time as 
the Masons of Cuba regain their freedom and can be recognized by the 
majority of the Masonic World. 

We recognize the generous attitude of the Grand Lodge of 
Florida in becoming the Repository of the Great Seal of the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba, A. F. € A. M. to hold in complete recess and dark- 
ness, so to remain in darkness until the Cuban people regain their 
freedom. 

We move the adoption of this report.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LECTURER 
(Docket No. 45) 


The following report of the Grand Lecturer was received 
and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Giand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The past three years in which I have been permitted to serve as 
Grand Lecturer has been one of the greatest, most rewarding and most 
enjoyable experiences of my Masonic Life. It is difficult to find words 
that would adequately express my sincere appreciation for the honor 
and privilege accorded me. I am particularly indebted to Most Wor- 
shipful G. Dudley Humphrey, Most Worshipful Sam A. Hennis and 
Most Worshipful Arnold J. Koonce, Past Grand Masters and Grand 
Master for appointing me Grand Lectuier for the past three years. 
For their guidance and wise counsel, I shall always be grateful. 

The year 1966 was one in which considerable progress was made 
in the field of ritualistic proficiency and Masonic Education. To the 
several Grand Lodge Officers and others who have given generously 
of their time and wise counsel goes the credit fo: whatever achieve- 
ment has been accomplished. 

I am particularly indebted to Most Worshipful Charles A. Harris, 
Past Grand Master and Grand Secretary and to Brother R. Pete 
Dudley for their assistance, guidance, co-operation as well as the 
facilities of the office at my disposal throughout the year. To Brother 
Louis Shrier, Secretary Board of Custodians, and to the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Custodians, I express my sincere thanks for their 
guidance, counsel, kind advice, support and courteous co-operation. 

I would like to pay special tribute to the fine dedicated group of 
District Deputy Grand Lecturers. These brethren have labored hard 
and given unselfishly of their time and talents in carrying out their 
tasks.

The District Deputy Grand 
Masters throughout the state have co-operated with the District 
Deputy Grand Lecturers in carrying out their various assignments 
and I am happy to take this means to thank them for their wonderful 
co-operation. 
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I am grateful for the many kind invitations to visit with you at 
your Schools of Instruction, your District Meetings, your communica- 
tions, your banquets, etc., and I apologize that I could accept so few 
of them. However, I have spent most of my available time on the 
administrative details of the important task of Grand Lecturer. 


To Brothers W. Howard Hardy, W. Herman Hardee, N. C. Dean 
and Marion T. Ross and others, I wish to thank you for your generous 
time, hard work, co-operation and assistance on revising the OSW. I 
think it is a fine piece of work and a job well done. 


REPLACEMENT OF DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURERS 

There have been two replacements during the year 1966-67. Bro. 
Joseph S. Lane, P.M., C.L., District Deputy Grand Lecturer appointed 
for the eighth Masonic Distiict, resigned on September 5, 1966 and 
Bro. William F. Thomason was appointed to fill the unexpired term. 
Bro. Ronald W. Loftis, P.M., C.L., District Deputy Grand Lecturer for 
the thirteenth Masonic District, resigned October 10, 1966 and Bro. 
Morton Fleishman was appointed to fill the unexpired term. 

We were saddened by the death of Brother Griffin G. Edgerton, 
who was District Deputy Grand Lecturer of the fifteenth Masonic 
District. Brother Edgerton passed away on 5 February 1967. He had 
completed his work and done an outstanding job in his district for the 
year. Brother Edgerton had forwarded completed reports prior to his 
death, therefore his unexpired term has not been filled. 


LECTURE SERVICE 


To my sorrow, I am unable to report that for the first time in 
several years all lodges in this Grand Jurisdiction are not current as 
to Lecture Service for the year 1966. I think this can be attributed 
to the fact that the new OSW's did not get off the press and delivered 
to the lodges quite as soon as we anticipated. To those lodges who have 
remained current I want to thank you and to those who have not and 
are overdue or due, please go forth immediately and get the job com- 
pleted, It will be a great relief to your incoming Grand Lecturer for 
him to be able to report next April that all lodges are current with 
Lecture Service. 


REPORT ON RITUALISTIC WORK AND ACTIVITIES 


Of the fifty-eight Masonic Districts in the state, fifty-four have 
filed a report on conditions and activities of the lodges in their dis- 
tricts as 1equired by THE CODE. Four failed to report. 
Forty-four Districts report that two or more Schools of Instruction 
were held, eleven had only one school and three districts (9-35-50) 
failed to report. 


MASONIC EDUCATION 


The Lodge System of Masonic Education, which has been stressed 
and promoted by the Board of Custodians, is being used extensively 
throughout the jurisdiction. The reports indicate 347 lodges are now 
using this system. Six lodges (91-99-263-460-515-535-576) according 
to reports state that it is not being used, and no information is avail- 
able on this subject from nineteen lodges in Districts 9-16-35-50. I 
am confident that most all of the lodges in these districts are using 
the Lodge System of Masonic Education but it failed to be reported.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS, MASONC AND EASTERN 
STAR HOME, INC. 
(Docket No. 47) 

The following report of the President of the Board of 
Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc. was 
received and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


At the beginning of the year we had 112 Guests enrolled in your 
Home at Greensboro and on December 31, 1966 our enrollment was 130. 
Though we admitted 29 during the year we lost only 11 by death and 
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none by withdrawal. For the year we had an average daily enrollment 
of 111.5 at a per capita cost of $1,838.36. At this time there are 26 
approved applicants on our waiting list. 


Our new residence wing was completed in November and 20 new 
Guests were admitted therein during the month of December. This 
building cost $329,874.91 and the Masons' 60% share of this cost was 
$197,924.95, while the members of the Order of the Eastern Star 
paid 40% which amounted to $131,949.96. 


We constantly strive for an awareness of fire and accident haz- 
zards in the thinking of all employees and Guests at the Home. Re- 
cently we put into operation a new fire alarm system at a cost of 
$6300.00 which alerts the Greensboro Fire Department automatically 
in case of fire. Every room and closet is protected by the sprinkler 
system. 


By the end of April we hope to have in operation an air condition- 
ing unit which will give much needed relief in our new dining room. 
Glasgow-Graham, Inc., was the low bidder for this contract in the 
amount of $15,000.00. Also by this time we will have completed the 
basement floor of the new building which will accommodate three 
couples and one single resident. 


However many the past achievements, we have not done all that 
needs to be done. We need an incinerator which is required by the city 
fire code. We need an inter-communication system for our new build- 
ing. We need to have our pa:king lot paved and our driveway widened. 
We need a sidewalk to the street with a hand rail. We need a larger 
Infirmary primarily because our Guests are living longer and their 
inactive days are proportionately increasing. 


The progress on our ten-year expansion program is impressive to 
say the least, if not remarkable. $751,736.26 has been expended on new 
facilities at the Home since the Fall of 1964. Every Mason and Star 
can be proud of these added assets to the Home which will provide 
better care and comfort for our Worthy Guests. 

It is significant to note that we received $47,310.30 from the Blue 
Lodges in 1957 as compared to $123,234.16 during 1966. Nine years 
ago the annual support foom the O.E.S. was $31,307.72 while last year 
the Grand Chapter, O.E.S. contributed $92,840.32 toward operating 
expense and $131,949.96 of the new residence wing.

Estimates of income were very close to actual, being only $158.98 
more than the estimate. Our budgeted estimate was also less than 
estimated by $1,162.51.

GRAND MASTER ARNOLD JACKSON KOONCE, SR. 


When our Grand Master was installed in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, in April of 1966, and assumed the title of “Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina,’ he delivered a very significant and inspir- 
ing address of acceptance of the responsibilities of this office. It was 
indeed prophetic of the high moral and spiritual fundamentals he was 
to enunciate throughout the remainder of his year as Grand Master. 
In that address he made this very significant comment: “I just want a 
good year for this Grand Lodge. I don’t care much about Arnold 
Koonce. I just want the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to have a good 
year. I want you to enjoy Masonry. I want to enjoy it with you. If you 
will become great, become the servant of all and acquaint now thyself 
with Him and be at peace.” 


The idea expressed in this acceptance statement embodied the 
philosophy of our Grand Master. He was not interested in himself. He 
did not wish to place himself in a position of superiority in any sense 
of the word. His primary concern, and his greatest responsibility were 
concentrated in a sincere and dynamic endeavor to place the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina in a position of preeminence. It was to glor- 
ify the Grand Lodge that he dedicated himself and his innumerable 
talents during his year. That moment in Winston-Salem was a mo- 
ment of rededication to the fundamental principles of Freemasonry in 
which he so strongly believed. 


Consistent with his desire as expressed in that inaugural state- 
ment, it can be safely said that the Grand Lodge has had a good year. 
The Grand Lodge has witnessed a tremendous upsurge of interest and 
enthusiasm in the cause of Freemasonry, and this commendable in- 
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crease has been due in no small measure to the magnificent manner in 
which the Grand Master traveled the length and breadth of this great 
State preaching the doctrine and the gospel of brotherly love in the 
fatherhood of God. 


Not only in his district meetings, but also in his meetings with 
individual lodges, his meetings with other allied Masonic organiza- 
tions, and in his numerous visits throughout our State, he has carried 
the beautiful message of Masonry. Furthermore, he has ably repre- 
sented the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in his visits to far-flung 
Grand Jurisdictions. 


His ability to express himself so beautifully, which is accompanied 
by a most complementary degree of spirituality, was recognized by 
officials of the Grand Masters’ Conference when in February of 1967, 
the Grand Masters of Masons throughout the world assembled in 
Washington, D. C., for the observance of what has become known as 
Masonic Week. At that time our Grand Master was chosen by the au- 
thorities to serve as the Chaplain of the Grand Masters’ Conference. 
The prayers that he uttered in this official capacity were inspiring in 
every sense of the word. They were beautiful, they were well phrased 
and spoken from a heart and a soul that seemed to be possessed of a 
calmness and a peace that created a reverential atmosphere. Many 
Grand Masters and other official dignitaries from other states com- 
mented liberally and freely upon the high quality and the beautiful 
spirit embodied in the prayers of our Grand Master upon this occasion, 


Furthermore, during the meeting of the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion, he, as a member of the Committee on Membership, was selected to 
present the report from this committee. 


Thus, in so many respects, the Masons of North Carolina have 
every reason to be proud of this year; to be proud of the leadership 
which our Grand Master has given; to be proud of the direction which 
he has given to the affairs of the Grand Lodge. He has given the most 
careful thought and attention to every phrase of Masonic life in our 
State, and we can safely say that Freemasonry in North Carolina is 
in a much better and a much healthier condition today because of the 
careful attention our Grand Master has given to the responsibility he 
so humbly accepted a year ago. Masons throughout North Carolina 
will reflect upon this year of tremendous Masonic activity, and with a 
smile of approbation and an approving benediction can be united in a 
heartfelt vocal chorus of “well done.”

Most Worshipful Sir, for the first time now I address you as 
Past Grand Master. When I was moved into that position, sometimes 
considered exalted, I was told by the good brother who was presenting 
me the Jewel at that time that he would welcome me to the ranks of 
Past Grand Master and that there was nothing “paster.”

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FOREWORD 


To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


We herewith submit our sixth annual report of the Committee on 
Fraternal Correspondence and Reviews of the several Grand Juris- 
dictions whose Proceedings have come to our desk. 


We want to thank M.'.W.'.Bro. Koonce, Grand Master of Masons 
of North Carolina for permitting us to have the privilege of looking 
through the Proceedings of the va:ious Grand Jurisdictions that it 
has been our pleasure to receive. One of the best methods of becoming 
informed and of educating yourself in Masonry is to peruse the Pro- 
ceedings of the various Grand Jurisdictions of Masonic Bodies. 


A compiler of noteworthy quotations credits us with saying: 
“Intelligence is to see things as they are, uncolored by any likes 
or dislikes, advantage or disadvantage, hope or fear; therefore 
intelligence alone leads to wisdom.” In that spirit I have tried to select 
material to be incorporated in these Fraternal Reviews. That has 
not always been an easy task because of definite likes and dislikes 
on my part regarding various programs formulated by the Craft in 
other Grand Jurisdictions and in an ever present temptation to report 
those things with which I am in an agreement and gaining an ad- 
vantage over those of the contrary mind. 


Most of the Fraternal Reviewers are Past Grand Masters of 
their respective Jurisdictions, who have been through the mill them- 
selves, perhaps several years ago, and as elder statesmen inclined 
to be more conservative than are the younger men who are present 
day officers and willing to venture in the new projects and advocate 
changes to meet present day conditions. 


It has been said by some of the Reviewers that you should make 
no reference to your own Proceedings, but we think sometimes that 
certain special items should be mentioned. In our own Proceedings 
it will be observed that our very efficient Grand Secretary encloses 
in parentheses the result of a recommendation or a motion that in 
most Proceedings it will be necessary to search through the Proceed- 
ings of following sessions if you want to obtain information in regard 
to the dispensation of such a 1ecommendation or motion. 


Masonry is not a three ring circus, nor a spectacular, competing 
for an increase in interested membership on the basis of the enter- 
tainment provided. A certain amount of clean entertainment while 
at the festive board often provides the welcome and delightful diver- 
sion, but it should never hold the predominant place in nor be sub- 
stituted for the real work of the Lodge. 


In our enthusiasm to maintain a constantly excellerating growth 
in membership some Jurisdictions have resorted to much “ballyhoo” 
and tried to make of Masonry something that it was never intended 
to be, or ever will be, and in the process have taken from it its appeal 
to the highest and finest admiration of thinking men in their quest 
for Light. 


The thinking candidate as well as the thinking member who 
sought Masonry because of a sincere desire to be of service to his 
fellow man, and from a favorable opinion conceived of the Fraternity, 
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can only feel frustration and dissappointment when he sits through 
meeting after meeting and hears nothing more enlightening than a 
discussion or a RECITAL of the plans for the entertainment at the 
next meeting. If Masonry has nothing more than this to offer such 
men they stay away. 

There are some that say that Mason: y should not hide its Light. 
That it should inform the public as to its principles and philosophies, 
that the world at large may know of the goodness of its philanthropies 
and the world at large may know of the goodness of the Order and 
thus by well publicized recital of its good deeds attract desirable 
men to seek membership by a favorable opinion thus conceived of the 
fraternity. 

These sentiments have been expressed in a Foreword preced- 
ing this in other Reviews. 

An Order world-wide in its scope with more than four million 
members in the U.S. alone, numbering among its membership some 
of the finest men and greatest minds of the day, steadily and surely 
growing for 250 years can hardly be called a dying order. 

In concluding this FOREWORD we will quote a few paragraphs 
by Dwight L. Smith, Reviewer of Indiana: 

“In reading annually the Proceedings of between 65 and 75 
English-speaking Jurisdictions I see countless pages of statistical 
tables, wearisome recitals of receptions attended, halls dedicated, per- 
missions granted, bright ideas described. Committees discuss per ca- 
pita tax, contributions, endowments, building restrictions, insurance, 
fees, annual dues, inflation.” 

“But now and then, like a spring of sparkling cool water in a 
desert, there appears a challenging and stimulating address — some- 
thing which lifts the Brethren out of the market place and leads 
them to the mountaintop. The Grand Lodge of Alberta heard just 
such a classic from the lips of a distinguished Grand Master, the 
Rev. Dr. William J. Collett. Nothing in my reading during the year 
surpasses it. With a sample of his clear thinking and his inspiring 
rhetoric, I close my report: 

‘The confusion in the Temple and concerning the definition of 
such words as square has arisen because Masons have lost sight of 
the true definition of Freemasonry and have, consequently, neglected 
their great mission of making an impact on society by putting to 
practical use the philosophies which they are supposed to learn in 
their Lodge. Indeed we all realize that the Masonic Order is in a state 
of crisis as evidenced by a falling off of interest, lagging attendance 
and increasing suspensions. We have made the inexcusable error of 
trying to correct these ills by a number of surface activities and have 
failed to make a serious and searching diagnosis of our sickness. 

‘This is what I mean. The master of a Lodge looks at poor at- 
tendance and lagging interest and decides that he must do something 
about it in his year of office. So he proceeds to put a lot of energy 
into pepping up the Lodge. He places his emphasis on the period of 
refreshment and brings in speakers who address the Brethren on 
anything from A trip around the world (of course illustrated by 
colored slides) to How to grow mushrooms in the winter. He may in 
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addition proliferate Ladies Nights on which the funds of the Lodge 
are spent with abandon. At times he may have special nights in the 
degree work of the Lodge where he invites in many specialized groups 
to perform the ritualistic work. 


“These are merely surface remedies and do not get to the heart of 
the matter. Very rarely do you find a Master who calls his officers and 
some young Masons together to analyze the ills and to plan a creative 
type of remedy. Yet the need is obvious. It is that we must find out the 
true meaning of Freemasonry and then do the serious and difficult 
job of helping the entire lodge rediscover what the Masonic Order is 
all about. In other words, we have to look at the original meaning of 
the word Square and find our ways and means of restoring this word 
to an honored and enviable position in our vocabulary. This cannot 
be done by thinking up new schemes to entertain the Brethren; it can 
only be done by searching our soul and by hard and consecrated 
wolk’.”

ARIZONA 


84th Annual Communication, Tombstone, Arizona, April 25, 26, 1966. 
M.'.W.'.Brother J. Lopshire Benson, Grand Master. Four special 
Communications were held during the year. 


Recommended Grand Lodge of the Netherlands be recognized by 
the Grand Lodge of Arizona. Only three Grand Lodges of the U. $. 
do not recognize the Grand Lodge of the Netherlands. This leaves 
only two. 


The report of the Grand Secretary shows that they had 61 
chartered Lodges. They also had a membership of 13,596. 


This gives them a net gain of 218. This is an excellent report. 
The address of the Grand Orator is one worthy of consideration by 
all who have the opportunity to read it. We will quote a few para- 
graphs from it. 


“In early Masonry our creed was very small indeed, yet even then 
it served our need. And the path grew plainer, our faith grew stronger 
as we practiced the profound truths embodied in the lessons of Ma- 
sonry—truths which we all believe. 


“If then our lives should be victorious—of benefit to others; if 
before Time runs out distinction we achieve through service to our 
Nation—should I be asked, Had we no doubts, what were the great 
convictions we believed? I’d think like a Mason, and would answer— 
Long ago we found the world had no interest in the doubts we offered 
to propound—but met us with the challenge—Tell us what you BE- 
LIEVE. 


“Without hesitation my reply would be that I—like many others— 
recognized the benefits and privileges of Masonry as an obligation, a 
sacred trust of burden and responsibility, founded upon a tradition 
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of integrity and unity, based upon a deep and abiding sense of moral 
values, intended to be combined and exercised in unison with an honest 
day’s duty to God, our country, and our fellowman. 


“King David and King Solomon led merry, merry lives, with 
many, many lady friends and many, many wives. But when old age 
crept over them—with many, many qualms—King Solomon wrote the 
Proverbs and King David wrote the Psalms! Both are great scriptures 
of considerable merit, but we are not all potential writers, so we 
should LIVE our Masonry. 


“None are so old as those who have outlived enthusiasm. With 
that in mind I am speaking to the young at heart regardless of the 
number of birthdays you may or may not have celebrated. Masonry 
today takes a ‘heap of living,’ especially if we are to maintain our 
principles, exercise our privileges and our responsibility by heritage 
—as guardians of basic American liberties.” 

We are also quoting three paragraphs from the latter part of 
this Oration. 


“FROM EACH ACCORDING TO HIS ABILITY—TO EACH 
ACCORDING TO HIS NEEDS! To the undiscerning daydreamer 
this means he will only have to do that which he is able to do, but 
will receive all his needs. History records that a person offered what 
he needs and required to give only what he is able soon finds he has 
many needs—BUT LITTLE ABILITY! 


“The discerning man seeks the key to the open door of oppor- 
tunity. He asks nothing for self alone, but finds true satisfaction in 
that which he may succeed in doing for the betterment of his loved 
ones, his community, and ultimately his Nation and future generations. 
These are the distinguishing characteristics of a mature, devoted, and 
dedicated American. These characteristics in times past—AND TO- 
DAY—distinguish those men who are truly Masons. 


“T take the privilege of quoting from the oration delivered at 
the 47th Communication of this Grand Lodge by then Grand Orator, 
now M.W.P.G.M. Louis A. Myers: ‘As a fraternity we must let the 
Nation hear our voices upon every measure that might tend to build 
up, or tear down, those American Institutions and Ideals of Govern- 
ment for which Masonic brethren in the past have sacrificed their very 
lives. Unless we assume those responsibilities to our God, our Country, 
our neighbors and ourselves, Masonry cannot minister to the needs 
of our day, but will become a code of beautiful platitudes without 
meaning and without life'." 


This was an excellent Proceeding to Review and much information 
can be obtained in looking through its pages. 


We have much hopo for the future success for the Grand Lodge 
of Arizona. 


CALIFORNIA 


117th Annual Communication, San Francisco, California, Oct, 10, 1966. 
M.".W.".Myron E. Smith, Grand Master. No. Lodges (Excluding 
Research) 711; Membership, 243,572; Net loss, 104; Research 

Membership, 355. 
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It is unusual to observe that this was the first year they had 
shown a loss in several years. The statistics show that in 1962, they 
gained 896; 1963 gained 252; 1964 gained 5; 1965 gained 87; and in 
1966 the loss was 104. 


In the five year period the number of Lodges increased. In 1961, 
700 Lodges; 1966, 721 Lodges. The fees from degrees ranged from 
$50.00 to $215.00 and the dues from $12.00 to $50.00. 


From September 1, 1965 to Sept. 1, 1966 the Grand Lodge issued 
661 FIFTY YEAR BUTTONS. 


California has done an increased amount of work supporting “Re- 
search Lodges.” In the report of the Special Committee on Masonic 
Education we find the following: 


“The first step toward meeting this new responsibility was a 
planning session at which the principal officers of the Research 
Lodges, with members of this Committee, set up a schedule of guide 
lines. The steps agreed upon were recorded as the procedures to be 
followed. A copy of these ‘Procedures’ is attached to this report as a 
matter of record. 


“The objective of the Committee during the past yea:, in further- 
ing of general educational activity, has been to emphasize the value of 
greater knowledge of the fraternity to our newer members. At the 
same time, older members have always been welcome to participate. 
We feel that the holding of a number of group meetings and the 
formation and encouragement of study groups under the leadership of 
Lodge chairmen has measured gratifying progress in this field. Ma- 
terial for the use of Study Groups has been forwarded to Group Chair- 
men with a letter encouraging them to seek further assistance from 
this Committee. We are highly appreciative of the co-operation given 
us in promoting this part of our activity. 


“The officers of the Research Lodges have been very helpful in 
forwarding material which they contemplated publishing in accordance 
with the established time schedule and in accepting the decisions of the 
Committee where alteration or rejection of submitted material was 
necessary. 


“The reviewing of materia] submitted has involved a large volume 
of correspondence. The help given the Committee by the Grand Lodge 
office in meeting this situation is sincerely appreciated. Our thanks 
go to the Grand Secretary, the Assistant Grand Secretary and the 
courteous and competent members of their staff. 


“We suggest that consideration be given to appropriating, for 
the work of the Committee during the coming year, the sum of 
$2,000.00 plus such additional amount as will be required to cover 
enlarged activities which may be assigned to them.” 


The Grand Orator delivered a masterpiece under the title “There 
is no rest for the Messenger until the Message is Delivered.” 


We are quoting a few excerpts from this address: 

“In accepting this office twelve months ago, I would confess that 
my personal thoughts were poignantly expressed in that well known 
phrase... ‘Fools rush in where wise men fear to tread.’ 
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“But, then, there can be no new experience without a certain 
amount of risk, and if you please, a certain willingness to fail. For 
generally in a new venture one finds little encouragement in unsup- 
ported and untried confidence. 


“But, as a magnificent contrast, in the work of Masonry we 
find abundant support and reinforcement. We discover anew that our 
faith is founded upon an unwavering trust and confidence in the 
guiding force of the universe, the Great Creator, who spake us into 
being. We learn anew that the Supreme Architect extends his bene- 
ficent grace to compensate weakness and to give strength and to spare 
when we are employed in useful and productive labor. 


“FOR SUCH A TIME AS THIS, I was more than willing to 
accept the challenge and unequaled opportunity to serve in one of 
the most rewarding assignments in all of Masonry. In addition, and 
as unearned bonus, I was well aware that acceptance of this office 
would assure the continuance of a close association with our Grand 
Master. An association which has included many miles of travel, many 
hours of conversation and of breaking bread, and of observing him 
at labor in the vineyards of Masonry. And the travel, the conversation 
and observation have left an indelible mark of pure inspiration. And 


who among us has not, in like manner, been inspired by our Most 
Worshipful? 


“Let us figuratively pick up the compass that we might trace a 
few lines upon the trestleboard of our understanding, to inscribe the 
four cardinal points and a like number of messages. What shall con- 
stitute today's messages? What are the messages that would be 
carried, without rest, to the point of delivery on this occasion?” 


“One of the major problems of our fraternity since its inception 
has been how best to erase from the mind of the general public the 
idea that Freemasonry is a secret society. Our great and beloved fra- 
ternity was never designed to be in any sense a secret organization. 
Taken to the extreme, to emphasize this ve: y point, an American Pa- 
triot, Writer, Diplomat, signer of the Declaration of Independence, and 
a Past Grand Master of Pennsylvania, Worshipful Brother Benjamin 
Franklin, stated in one of his publications (just prior to his acceptance 
into the Craft) that Masonry's, ‘Grand Secret is that they have no 
secret at all.’ Certainly if this statement were true for the profane 
in Franklin's day, 225 years ago, there is even less about the Masonic 
fraternity today that is ‘secret.’ 

“Witness our well marked halls and temples (this debt-free Cali- 
fornia Masonic Memorial Temple, in particular) ; our lapel pins; our 
rings; our announcements in the press; our numerous public cere- 
monies; our magnificent homes at Union City and Covina (which in- 
form the world that the fraternity is ever mindful of the needs of those 
less fortunate) ; and finally, the thousands-upon-thousands of volumes 
of books, stories, and articles (favorable and unfavorable) written 
upon every aspect of Freemasonry and which can be found in every 
book store and library in the free world. 

“Obviously, what our good Brother Ben Franklin had in mind, 
and rightly so, was to confirm that Masonry’s membership, time and 
place of meeting, activities, purpose and principles are well publicized 
and can surely be well known to anyone having the slightest interest. 
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“We were conceived, and remain to this day, an institution labor- 
ing among men for the moral and social advancement of the whole hu- 
man family. If this be our purpose, and it is, then, how essential it 
is that we carry the message to the profane, to the uninitiated, and 
to the entire world that Freemasonry is not a secret society. 

“This current Masonic year our Grand Master has on several oc- 
casions reminded us of the significant fact that as a Grand Lodge 
and through our constituent lodges we move into the public square 
and ask for support with regard to two and only two Masonic pro- 
grams: Public Schools Week and Constitution Observance. What is 
the message here that we would convey and why does it concern Ma- 
sonry? 

“There is neither time nor opportunity this afternoon to trace 
the birth and development of Freemasonry. But let us pause and note 
the unquestionable fact that the process of evolution from Operative 
to Speculative Masonry could only come from and with the great 
surge of national endeavor which brought liberty to mankind at the 
end of the Dark Ages. As our very name suggests, Freemasonry, in 
itself, embraces a desire to be and to remain free. 

“As we study the history of our fraternity, we are impressed 
time and again with the prerequisite of liberty. And when we have 
thoroughly learned this lesson, we will come to understand much, if 
not most of the meaning of the Free in Freemasonry. Hence, the 
undeniable importance of both our Constitution Observance and Pub- 
lic Schools Week Programs. 

“Do not pray for easy lives, 

“Pray to be stronger men. 

“Do not pray for tasks equal to your powers, 

“Pray for power equal to your tasks. 

“Duty and responsibility must be constantly exercised by each 
and every citizen or apathy will abruptly separate us from our pre- 
cious freedom. Have we really delivered this message throughout our 
jurisdiction? Can we rest till we have done so? 

“Tt has been said that ‘A man’s ideal like his horizon, is con- 
stantly receding from him as he advances toward it.’ So it is for 
every Master Mason, so it is for Masonry, and for all mankind. But, 
here again, Freemasonry possesses a most significant message, one 
which tends to elude each of us as we translate our Masonic teach- 
ings into our daily lives. It is the message of individual craftsmen. 

“The entire philosophy of Freemasonry is built around the indi- 
vidual—the erection of a moral edifice within the heart of a single 
man. All our symbolism is pointed to the individual, all our traditions 
and practices are aimed solely at making individuals wiser, better and 
thus happier. 

“What is Freemasonry? As a reply, or if you will, as a personal 
message we might answer that burning question as follows: 

*I belong to the fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons, which 
encompassess the world within its walls; that can and does claim the 
great and good men of every level of society; that discovers with joy 
the gold in every creed; and floods with light and love the goodness 
within every man. 

“Is it possible to mold and chisel and complete a character with- 
out concomitantly delivering a like message? Can there be any rest 
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for a Masonic messenger till he has first formulated and then deliv- 
ered his personal message? 


“No man, of woman born, coward or brave, can shun his destiny.” 
So spoke Homer in the 10th century B. C. What of Masonry’s destiny? 
What does the future hold for the true and trusty craftsman? Would 
that one among us could respond for all. But any meaningful and 
lasting answer must come from the aggregate response of every Mas- 
ter Mason. 


“How might we best respond? Let us begin with a single word 
to guide our future acts as members of this great fraternity, and let 
that one word be enthusiasm. Emerson set forth its value as, ‘Every 
great and commanding movement in the annals of the world is the tri- 
umph of enthusiasm—Nothing great was ever achieved without it.’ 
Seeley put it another way: ‘No virtue is safe that is not enthusiastic.’ 

“Earlier we figuratively picked up the compass that we might 
trace a few lines upon the trestleboard to encompass, deliniate and 
mark four messages; 


The Cardinal Point East— 
A fraternity possessing certain secrets—not a secret society; 


The Cardinal Point West— 
A fraternity exercising duty and responsibility in order to 
be and to remain free; 


The Cardinal Point South— 
A fraternity of individual craftsmen; 


The Cardinal Point North— 


A fraternity employing dedicated and enthusiastic labor to 
insure that its present and future attainments will ever 
reflect its glorious past. 

“It is now time to close the compass, that implement most sym- 
bolic of virtue, the true and only measure of a Mason’s life and con- 
duct and to return it to its proper place. 

“May we do so with this observation: ‘There are two ways of 
spreading light—to be the candle or the mirror that reflects it”. 


MONTANA 


100th Centennial Communication, Helena, Montana, June 26-29, 1966. 
M.'.W..Ernest A. Neath, Grand Master. Membership Dec. 31, 
1965, 24,624 and showed a net loss of 400. 

There are some very interesting statistics when we observe the 
entire report of the Grand Secretary. He shows that they had a loss 
of 588 on account of death. 150 demits to join other Lodges. 41 demits 
to non-affiliates and 7 suspended under Section 171 and suspended for 
non-payment of dues 281. ) 

In analyzing these statistics you will observe that this was one 
instance where they showed a net loss in which death did play the 
large part because there were more deaths than net losses. It showed 
a net loss of 400 while the total number of deaths was 588. It adds up 
to the fact that they would have shown a net gain if their number 
of deaths had not been as large as it was. They had only 281 suspended 
for non-payment of dues. 
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According to this I do not think that 400 shows a true census 
of the loss of this Grand Lodge, because it was too active during the 
year and presented too fine a report to have much charged against 
1t for losses. 

It was a happy privilege of Grand Secretary Chas. A. Harris, 
his wife, together with this Scribe and his wife to visit Montana on 
the occasion of their 100th Anniversary. We had one of the most enjoy- 
able times that has ever been my experience to enjoy. 

We left from two points in North Carolina and joined in Chi- 
cago, were on the plane from Chicago to Minnesota together and from 
Minnesota to Helena, Montana. We arrived there on Saturday after- 
noon, had a personal host and hostess appointed to us who immediately 
took charge of us, took us to our hotel where they had prepared re- 
freshments and some eats for the group that was on the plane. Prac- 
tically every person who got off the plane in Helena was a delegate 
to this convention. 

This Centennial had been several years in its planning, and cer. 
tainly showed that it had been carried out to the finest detail. 

One occasion that marred the happiness of all present was the 
untimely death of their Deputy Grand Master R..W.'.Stephen A. 
Holt Jr., but the committee went about their work with determination 
to accomplish that which their late Brother would have desired, that 
is to have an observance which would long be remembered by those 
in attendance. 

The Grand Lodge building was the height of their activity with 
everything going smoothly. This was due largely to the planning of 
the Grand Secretary whose calmness and efficiency provided a world 
of strength for the Grand Master and the Chairman of the Centennial 
Committee. 

A new feature for the Centennial was being installed, an exhibit 
of the Works of Art by two brothers who were famous in Montana 
for their paintings for the new Hockaday an Ervin “Shorty Shope.” 
Throughout the day plans were executed, last minute tasks assigned, 
and details completed preparatory for the coming event for the four 
day celebration. 

Due to the early arrival of many of the distinguished guests from 
other Grand Jurisdictions, and we were told that practically every 
Jurisdiction except 19 in the U.S. was present, the Grand Lodge 
Officers agreed that all should meet and break bread together Sat- 
urday evening at the Hotel. This would afford opportunity to make the 
visitors welcome and extend a traditional hand of Montana Fellow- 
ship. 

It was planned that about 70 would attend but before the evening 
was over 118 were served. It was done beautifully, however, and a 
spirit of congeniality prevailed and many old friendships were 
renewed, and new ones cultivated. 

We planned to go to church on Sunday morning, but not think- 
ing of the difference of three hours in the time, we were slightly late, 
and we found that church had adjourned before we started. 

At one o‘clock on Sunday the distinguished out-of-state visitors 
were hosted by the Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters 
to a Knighting which further strengthened the ties of friendship be- 
tween Montana Grand Lodge and sister Jurisdictions. 
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Three bus loads and numerous cars of Masons and their wives 
journeyed to the “Gates of the Mountains” for a boat trip through 
the historic waterway once traveled by Lewis and Clark. All enjoyed 
a picnic lunch at Merryweather Landing and returned to Helena in 
time to attend the affairs of Thanksgiving in the City Center Audi- 
torium. 

It would be difficult to establish the highlight of the service but 
the combination of Brother Daniel A. Poling’s talk, the 140 voice choir 
and the enthusiastic group of 2500 people, must have been pleasing 
to the Great Architect. 

The Rev. Dr. Poling, Past Grand Chaplain of the Grand Lodge 
of N.Y., journeyed to Montana to deliver an inspiring sermon enti- 
tled “The Price of Freedom Now.” Copies of this address are available 
from the Grand Secretary's Office of Montana for all to read who 
wish to be inspired by the wisdom of this scholar of Masonry and 
Christianity. ) 

Monday morning, June 27, a few items of business were trans- 
acted including the reception of visitors from other Grand 
Jurisdictions, who were received and welcomed. At 11 O’clock 
everyone journeyed to Mullin Pass, North West of Helena, the site 
of the first known meeting of Masons in Montana and a hallowed 
spot to Masonry. From the floor of Helena Valley private automobiles 
wound their way upward to carry over 900 visitors. Following a brief 
ceremony depicting the events of that meeting more than a century 
ago, the Grand Master assisted by the Grand Chaplain formally ded- 
icated the site to Masonry, and unveiled the plaque to the stone Altar. 
Grand Secretary Lyman E. Smith served as Master of Ceremonies. 
Immediately after the group enjoyed a picnic luncheon served by the 
brethren and ladies under the trees. Many visitors from Montana 
Lodges and others stated, “Surely there can be no more.” In just 44 
hours we had been treated to a round of activities seldom seen at any 
other communication. There were more surprises to come. 

The answer came on Monday afternoon about 3 o'clock. The Civic 
Center auditorium was filled with Masons and families to witness the 
dramatic presentation by the Ashlar Players of Ashlar Lodge No. 29 
AF & AM of Billings. These brethren introduced a play written espec- 
ially for this centennial and depicting the historical events peculiar 
to Montana Masonry. The crowd was enthralled with the sincerity 
of the cast and the professional like manner in which they went about 
their presentation. 

Tuesday morning about 11 o’clock Grand Master Neath called the 
Grand Lodge to refreshment and the Brethren journeyed to the Ma- 
sonic Home where a picnic lunch was served by courtesy of the three 
Shrine Temples of Montana. Hosts for this picnic were represented 
by their Ill. Potentates: John Martello, Algeria Temple, Helena; 
Ralph Beck, Bagdad Temple, Butte; Andrew Rahn, Bedoo Temple, 
Billings, Montana. 

While the Brethren were enjoying their picnic lunch, the ladies 
were in attendance at a brunch at Jorgenson’s Holiday Inn. They, too, 
enjoyed the festive board, after which a group of ladies presented a 
Style show depicting the styles of the past 100 years. 

Dorothea Neath, wife of the Grand Master, was host for this 
event, and introduced her daughters Sally Lawrence as commentator 
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and Nancy Steward as model. One of the highlights was the presence 
of the wife of Bro. Tim Babcock, Governor of Montana, who modeled 
the gown designed for her to wear during the Centennial of the State 
of Montana in 1964. 

At 4 o'clock the business session of Grand Lodge was halted for 
the day. 

The proceedings carry a copy of the program of each one of the 
different celebrations and activities that was put on for the benefit 
of the visitors. This is an inspiration to those who were present and 
looked back with much pleasure to what transpired in those four very 
famous days. 

One outstanding event was the address of welcome by Bro. Tim 
Babcock, Governor of Montana. 

He made a wonderful address of welcome and no one could help 
but feel that you were really and truly welcome, not only to the Grand 
Lodge of Montana, but to Montana as well. He closed by saying, “As 
the Grand Lodge of Montana enters its 101st year, I extend to it and 
its members and friends my best wishes for every success in advance- 
ment.” 

Another address of welcome was by Bro. Phillip Duncan, City 
Commissioner, who likewise was very generous in his words of wel- 
come. 


The response to the address of welcome was by Donovan Worden, 
Jr. Acting Deputy Grand Master. These also were generous words of 
appreciation for the words of welcome that had been bestowed upon 
the visitors and there were an enormous number of visitors present. 

A memorial to R.'.W.'.Stephen Holt, Jr. Deputy Grand Master, 
who passed away only a few days prior to this meeting was then read. 
—a beautiful Memorial to a fine man. He was only 60 years old hav- 
ing been born in 1906 and would have been elected Grand Master at 
the meeting that we were attending. 


A number of presentations were given at this time from various 
visiting delegations. One was the presentation of the gavel by W..B.. 
Harold Axford of Oregon. Another was the presentation of the flag of 
Kansas by W. E. Brafford, Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of Kansas. The other was the presentation of the flag of Colorado by 
Ervin M. Cannon, Grand Master of Colorado. Then followed the re- 
ports No. 1 and No. 2 of the Jurisprudence Committee—then came 
the presentation of the flag of Venezula by Harold W. Thoms, Per- 
sonal Representative of the Grand Master of Venezula. 


It has been the pleasure and privilege of this Scribe to be the 
Grand Representative of Montana near the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina for over 30 years, and I have kept in constant contact with 
the doings of the Grand Lodge of Montana throughout all this time. 
In viewing it from a host's standpoint, I am prepared to believe that 
the future of the Grand Lodge of Montana is very bright. The loss 
column they showed this year does not mean anything if you go by 
the enthusiasm that was demonstrated at this communication. 


Bro. Charles Harris, our Grand Secretary of North Carolina, left 
on the evening of the last day to go to California to attend the meet- 
ing of the Imperial Council of the Shrine. Mrs. Pugh and I waited 
over another day and came straight home from Helena. 
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We both are unanimous in the fact that it was one of the most 
enjoyable visitations of another Grand Lodge that it has ever been 
the privilege of either one of us to attend. 


1 would be remiss in my duty if I did not mention our very genial 
host and hostess Mr. and Mrs. Robert E. Miller. They met us at the 
airport on Saturday afternoon and attended to our every want. We 
were entertained as Royaly during the whole period of our visitation 
as any place that we have ever attended. Many thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller, who happened to be the Grand Historian of that year, 
for their many courtesies and also to the Grand Secretary, Bro. Lyman 
E. Smith, who I know in another channel of Masonry. I do not know 
of any finer Masons in my acquaintances than those in Montana. 


Both Brother Harris and 1 were made Honorary Members of the 
Grand Lodge of Montana, and received certificates bearing the title 
of Honorary Past Grand Master. 


TENNESSEE 


152nd Annual Communication, Nashville, Tennessee, March 23, 1966. 
Francis Carter Yearwood, M.°.W.’.Grand Master. Number of 
Chartered Lodges December 31, 1965 was 389. Number of members 
December 31, 1965 was 92,711. Net gain 579. 

Due to the sudden illness of Grand Master Yearwood who was 
taken to the hospital, the Grand Lodge was opened by R.'.W.'.James 
Edgar McFadin, Deputy Grand Master, who presided during the first 
session of Grand Lodge. 


Eleven Grand Lodges were represented at this Annual Communi- 
cation as well as the Grand High Priest, the Most Illustrious Grand 
Master and the Grand Commander of the Commandery of Knights 
Templar of Tennessee. 


North Carolina was represented by Chas. C. Ricker, Past Grand 
Master and Maurice Walsh, at present Junior Grand Warden repre- 
senting the Most Worshipful Grand Master of North Carolina. 


The address of the Grand Master indicated a year of intense 
activity in which he had followed every effort to make a success out 
of his administration. Of course, Tennessee had one of those Juris- 
dictions that continually make the net gain in all their Masonic 
Bodies year after year. 


He made a number of visits outside the state of Tennessee as 
well as a large number of visits within his own Jurisdiction to say 
nothing of the District Meetings and the other Masonic Organizations 
which he attended. 

A table of their Annual Dues and fees for the degrees shows the 
following: The lowest amount of annual dues is $3.50, the highest is 
$25.00. The lowest fee for degrees is $35.00 and the highest $80.00. The 
average dues for 1965 was $7.91 which was an increase of 23 cents 
over the previous year. The average fee for degrees was $52.00, being 
an increase of 13 cents over the previous year. 

Under State of the Craft we quote two or three paragraphs of 
the conclusion of his address: 

“I am satisfied that the Grand Lodge of Tennessee is in sound and 
healthy condition. This is due in my opinion to the management of a 
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superb office force. For the twenty-fifth consecutive year we show a 
net gain, this time the number is 579 for 1965. I am personally very 
happy to see the forward march of Freemasonry in our state. 


“I would be ungrateful if I failed to express my thanks to all who 
have so kindly and efficiently helped, aided and assisted me in all 
matters pertaining to my duties as Grand Master. Especially would I 
express my appreciation for the self-denying and invaluable assist- 
ance rendered me by Colonel Thomas Earl Doss, our R.'.W.'.Grand 
Secretary, and I want to commend the intelligent, prompt business- 
like manner in which the affairs of this office have been conducted. 
My personal friend for more than thirty years, he has always been 
very kind to and considerate of me. 


“Brother John T. Reynolds, able assistant to the Grand Secretary, 
is almost the indispensable man in our Grand Lodge's office work. 
Thank you, Brother John, for your untiring labors on my behalf. 
You would have made an outstanding lawyer had you chosen that 
as your profession. 


“And to Brother Wallace Phelan Douglas, P.G.M., who attended 
all of the District Meetings and has made so many other visitations 
within and without the state, I say “Thank you, most sincerely, Bro. 
Phelan.” 


The Grand Lodge made a motion that $100.00 be appropriated 
to contribute to the Knights Templar Eye Foundation. This was un- 
usual, it being the first time that we have noted the Grand Lodge 
contributing to the objective of another Body. 


Election of Brother Phelan Douglas as Grand Secretary and 
Thomas Earl Doss who had been Grand Secretary for over 30 years, 
as Grand Secretary-emeritus was one of the changes in the line up of 
the Grand Line.

WYOMING 


92nd Annual Communication, Rock Springs, Wyo., Aug. 22, 23, 1966. 
M.'.W.'.Albert C. Harding, Grand Master. Membersip 12,805; Net 
Loss 89. 


A tabulation of their membership shows that from 1957 to 1961, 
inclusive, they showed a net gain and in the next five years have 
shown a net loss. 


However, the gains during the ten year period are more than 
the losses. For instance, in 1957 their membership was 12,544; in 1962 
after several years of net gain they had 13,082. In 1966 with several 
years of net losses they had 12,805. It will be observed that in 1966 
their membership was larger than it was in 1961. It shows that in the 
overall period they have made a net gain. It is hoped that they are 
in the upgrade again and will again show a net gain. 


The Grand Master was very busy holding eleven special communi- 
cations during his term of office. The first was for the laying of a 
cornerstone of the Student Center in Casper. The next was at Jack- 
son for the purpose of installing the Senior Grand Steward. Next was 
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at Laramie where he laid the cornerstone of Downey Hall at the Uni- 
versity of Wyoming. Next was at Rock Springs where he installed 
the Grand Tyler. Then he held a special communication at Deaver 
where he laid a cornerstone for the new Deaver High School and 
without closing Grand Lodge they proceeded to Cody where he laid 
the cornerstone at the Public Library. Another at Laramie was for 
the purpose of conducting Masonic Committal Rites for Past Grand 
Master Holliday. Another was at Basin where he laid a cornerstone 
for the County Building; then at Glenrock for the cornerstone of the 
High School building. Next came one at Cheyenne where he laid a 
cornerstone for the Salvation Army Community Center. Next at Grey- 
bull for the funeral of Past Grand Master Zorn; and at Jackson for 
the cornerstone of the Jackson-Wilson High School. 
The report of the director of Masonic Education was very inter- 
esting. We are quoting 7 objectives which they have outlined. 
1. To present programs in which the ritual and its meanings are 
discussed and better understood. 
2. To promote an interest in Masonic history with some empha- 
sis on prominent Masons of the past and present. 
3. To encourage a study of the symbolism of Masonry. 
4. To encourage some thinking on the philosophy suggested by 
the Masonic ritual. 
5. To encourage the reading of the vast quantity of material 
available on Masonry. 


6. To encourage research on Masonic subjects 
7. To relate the great truths of Ancient Craft Masonry to our 
modern world in such a manner as to establish the Fraternity 
as a vital force in today’s and tomorrow’s world. 
One distinguished visitor who made a few remarks was Conrad 
Hahn, Executive Secretary of Masonic Service Association. He always 
makes a good talk, and a good appearance everywhere he goes. 


Th address of the Grand Master revealed a year of intensive 
work. He issued 19 special Dispensations. Five of these were to in- 
stall officers after June 2 to authorize Degree work by Degree teams. 
One for an occasional association meeting, three for outdoor meetings, 
and 8 to attend Divine Services. Only 6 Lodges requested dispensations 
for Church Services compared with 16 the previous year, and the 
Grand Master regrets not having emphasized this aspect of Masonry 
during his year. Special Commendation goes to Capitol Lodge No. 
54 for three such dispensations this year for visits to a Greek Ortho- 
dox Church, Jewish Synagogue and a Congregational Church. 


We observe that in issuing dispensations there is usually a $5.00 
fee. For instance, we will quote one. Sept. 1, 1965 Ashlar Lodge No. 
10. To install the Junior Deacon and the Tyler at a regular Com- 
munication. Sept. 7, 1965. $5.00 fee paid. In most of these dispensa- 
tions there is a fee of $5.00 charged for the dispensation. On occa- 
sions we have observed that no fee was required.
